Last 
year we did have a bang-up summer 
Bible school, and the community still 
talks about it, because he was away on 
vacation and we pulled out all the stops. 

I wish the Baptist church in Muskegon 
had him in it, and I just believe there are 
at least a few up there that would dearly 
love the opportunity to come here and 
“Whoop-te-do” like they had a little life 
in their salvation! 

Regardless of what it takes in any 
given community, you have no right to 
editorialize against anything that God 
has used to accomplish His finished work, 
and that’s where I say you are dead 
wrong and I’m mad about it, too.

In Defense of the Men 


“Where are the men?” Since World War II, this seems 
to have become the pet theme of a number of missionary 
speakers and writers. Their contention is that when the 
missionary appeal is made, American young men usually 
reply, “Here am I; send my sister!” Even if it were true, 
the argument is getting a bit threadbare. 

It took a missionary to Japan to carry this theme to 
an absurd extreme. In a young people’s missionary maga- 
zine for July he wrote, “According to an unofficial survey, 
there are thirteen women to every man on the mission 
field today!” 

We read the article with amazement. Where on earth 
did he get such statistics? Did he really believe what he 
wrote? 

Then we made a quick check. We limited it to Japan, 
where that missionary is serving. We found that the 
World Christian Handbook for 1952 lists 1,123 mission- 
aries with North American societies in Japan; 459 men 
and 664 women. 

Next we turned to our most recent list of missionaries 
in Japan serving under the same board as the writer of 
the article. We found 69 men and 88 women. In other 
words, more than 40 per cent of American missionaries 
in Japan are men, and nearly 44 per cent in the author’s 
own mission are men! 

Where are the men? It may be true that they are not 
volunteering in as large numbers as the women. But if 
so, then the proportion who go through with their pur- 
pose and actually reach the field is higher. At any rate, 
it will not help the situation to make wild statistical claims 
which are so obviously untrue. Let’s quit our exaggerated 
attempts to shame men into the mission field. We need 
men who have a positive call_—H.R.C. 


A Needed Emphasis 


That colleges and universities should have a large 
degree of freedom in carrying on their functions is an 
accepted part of the American pattern of thinking. But 
that these institutions themselves have great responsi- 
bility is no less true, especially as they deal with issues 
such as Communism. 

As schools and colleges open their doors again this fall, 
a recent statement by the Association of American Uni- 
versities is therefore of special interest. Dealing with 
“The Rights and Responsibilities of Universities and 
Their Faculties,” the statement bears the signatures of 
representatives of thirty-seven United States and Cana- 
dian institutions. 

This statement quite fairly protests discrimination 
which would single out college professors for investiga- 
tion more than others. Concerning academic freedom, it 
observes that the university’s “whole spirit requires in- 
vestigation, criticism and presentation of ideas in an 
atmosphere of freedom and mutual confidence.” How- 
ever, it continues by wisely indicating certain limits. 

For example, it makes the statement: 

“Academic freedom” is not a shield for those who break the 
law. Universities must co-operate fully with law enforcement 
officers whose duty requires them to prosecute those charged 
with offenses. Under a well established American principle, 
their innocence is to be assumed until they have been con- 
victed, under due process, in a court of proper jurisdiction. 
An earlier paragraph speaks more specifically of the 

individual instructor’s obligation: 

As in all acts of association, the professor accepts conventions 
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which become morally binding. Above all. he owes his colleagues 
in the university complete candor and perfect integrity, pre- 
cluding any kind of clandestine or conspiratorial activities. He 
owes equal candor to the public. If he is called upon to answer 
for his convictions, it is his duty as a citizen to speak out. It 
is even more definitely his duty as a professor. Refusal to do 
so on whatever legal grounds cannot fail to reflect upon a 
profession that claims for itself the fullest freedom to speak and 
the maximum protection of that freedom available in our so- 
ciety. In this respect invocation of the Fifth Amendment places 
upon the professor a heavy burden of proof of his fitness to hold 
a teaching position, and lays upon his university an obligation 
to re-examine his qualifications for membership in its society. 


Out of a number of other pertinent matters which are 
mentioned, there is the recognition of the threat of the 
totalitarian state, whether represented by Fascism, Nazism 
or Communism: 


The police state would be the death of our universities, as 
our government. Three of its principles in particular are ab- 
horrent to us: the fomenting of world-wide revolution as a step 
to seizing power; the use of falsehood and deceit as normal 
means of persuasion; and thought control, the dictation of doc- 
trines which must be accepted and taught by all party members. 
Under these principles no scholar could adequately disseminate 
knowledge or pursue investigations in the effort to make further 
progress toward truth. 


Not only does the statement contain a recognition of 
totalitarianism as the enemy of true academic freedom, 
but there is in it the recognition that free enterprise is 
the friend of academic freedom. “Free enterprise,” it de- 
clares, “is as essential to intellectual as to economic 
progress.” 


Because the university is often state supported, or, in 
the case of the endowed university, a beneficiary of tax 
exemption, and because of the university’s important 
place in society, we are glad to see in the statement the 
frank concession that the public does have a right to 
examine the workings of its educational institutions. 
Again we quote: 

Legislative bodies from time to time may scrutinize these 
benefits and privileges. It is clearly the duty of universities and 
their members to co-operate in the official inquiries directed to 
those ends. When the powers of legislative inquiry are abused, 
the remedy does not lie in non-co-operation or defiance; it is 
to be sought through the normal channels of informed public 
opinion.

Once more the national leaders 
will include Dr. Charles E. Fuller, heading the U.S. cam- 
paign; Premier Ernest C. Manning, heading the campaign 
in Canada; Theodore H. Epp, in charge of the radio phase, 
and Dr. Harold J. Ockenga, campaign chairman in New 
England. 


If your church wishes to participate this fall in this pro- 
gram of prayer, personal evangelism and pulpit ministry, 
we would suggest two things: (1) that, if he has not 
already done so, your pastor should get in touch imme- 
diately with Christ for Everyone Headquarters, 542 S. 
Dearborn St., Chicago 5, Ill., and (2) that plans be 
made immediately for prayer groups to meet in churches, 
homes and business houses to prepare the way for God’s 
working. 

No one can conceive how great the effects might be 
if Christians throughout the United States and Canada 
were to undertake this work of evangelism with prayer- 
fulness, faith, and a burden for the lost.

the People’! Ananias? Over in the cor- 
ner, serving as Saul’s agent, lining up 
the contracts. 

Before the first sunset of Saul’s new 
life he would have been scheduled for 
appearance on every Christian TV and 
radio network that could manage to 
land him. 

In the shortest possible time he would 
have found himself booked for months 
or even years in advance as the “head- 
line attraction” at gospel rallies all over 
Christendom — evangelistic crusades, 
youth movements, even Bible confer- 
ences. See the banners go: “TOP RABBI 
TELLS HOW HE TURNED TO 
CHRIST!” “HEAR WORLD-FAMOUS 
JEW PREACH JESUS!” “SAUL OF 
TARSUS, CONVERTED PHARISEE, 
PREACHING HIS FAMOUS SERMON, 
‘FROM THE SANHEDRIN TO THE 
SAVIOUR.’” 


+ Isn’t that about the way we'd do it, 
fellow Christian? Isn’t it the way we are 
doing it? 

Let our morning paper carry the story 
that Gloria Goldilocks, top star of stage, 
screen and radio, has “got religion,” as 
they’d put it; within the week the same 
paper will announce her forthcoming 
appearance on the nation-wide “Pearly 
Gates Revival Hour”... or her affilia- 
tion with the Atomic Age Gospel Team! 

We're no respecter of persons, either. 
Big league ball players, dance band lead- 
ers, bootleggers, kingpins of crime ... 
any of these will do, just so the name is 
big enough to draw well and, of course, 
so the conversion seems real. 

Please don’t misunderstand. Each time 
any celebrity from show business, poli- 
tics, or Murder, Inc. sincerely calls on 
the Lord for salvation we feel like out- 
shouting the very angels! 

What we're tugging at your sleeve 
about is our habit of propelling these 
converted celebrities into the foremost 
ranks of evangelistic Christianity long, 
long before they've been shown to be 
spiritually qualified to be there. 


+ Why did our girl Gloria get picked for 
that Pearly Gates Hour, that gospel 
team? Because they wanted the Spirit- 
bathed message she was capable of 
bringing? Or the headline value of 
“Gloria Goldilocks, former star .. .”? 
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Exposition of the Scriptures, or exploita- 
tion of the celebrity? 

Evangelistic Christianity has gotten it- 
self into a dismal state when we seem 
to place as much emphasis on the muck 
—however glamorous—from which our 
new converts may come as we do on the 
spiritual testimony of their lips and lives. 
We can never expect God’s favor upon 
us, beloved, so long as we exalt a “celeb- 
rity angle” above the cross of His Christ! 

The point has been well made that 
some folk, particularly from the theatri- 
cal world, have gotten better billing for 
their talents at the hands of Christian 
“promoters” than ‘they ever got from 
those of Broadway and Hollywood. 

Too many of us are like the young 
woman who trilled, “I’m not going to 
miss a single night of these meetings. I 
always have wanted to see a real, live 
night club singer!” 

If that’s our heart’s desire, brethren, 
why not go to the night clubs—we’ll find 
plenty of them there! That would be 
“worldly,” though, wouldn’t it? 


+ LITTLE can be said in defense of those 
of us who are exploiting these “name” 
converts to serve our own essentially 
selfish purposes. We're old enough in 
the Lord to know better, and should be- 
gin to act our age. 

What of the ones, however, who are 
being used? What will be the result of 
all this in their lives? Surely someone 
cares! 

In the frenzy of dashing from one 
gospel rally to another, little time is 
available for allowing their conversion 
experience to take root and ripen into 
an enriching, overflowing testimony. 

Consequently, these converts are likely 
to do the best they can—pick up some 
currently popular pious phrases, string 
them together into a smoothly flowing 
“testimony,” mix in a “story of my con- 
version” and all is set for the show to 
start. They keep repeating their “lines” 
until, in time, all that conversion glow 
gone with nothing new flowing up to 
replace it, they become powerless play- 
actors, saying the right words which 
land, charmingly and quite ineffectively, 
on unconvicted consciences. 


+ Ir might be well to note just here 
that in over thirty years of Paul’s minis- 
try, in which so many of his sermons 
were recorded by inspiration, the “story 
of his conversion” was told only three 
times: once by Barnabas (Acts 9:27) to 
convince the church at Jerusalem that 
Saul of Tarsus had truly become a be- 
liever, and twice by Paul himself (Acts 
22 and 26) to justify his preaching to the 
Gentiles before the Roman rulers. Not 
once does the Scripture speak of his con- 
version—surely the most dramatic ever 
recorded—being used as “bait” to attract 
crowds to hear him. 

New converts, especially those from a 
distinctively unchristian background, 


usually bring with them into their new 
life many traits of the old, and the spir- 
itual pendulum frequently overswings. 

Religious excesses, odd mannerisms— 
these can be made to serve Satan’s pur- 
poses well enough to nullify the positive 
effect of an otherwise powerful testi- 
mony. Such will tend, in time, to varying 
degrees of fanaticism. Where we should 
be patiently trying, in the kindest possi- 
ble spirit, to help iron out these rough 
spots, it seems as though we are actually 
capitalizing on them... . 

We see that ex-torch singer, front and 
center at the youth revival, warbling “I’d 
Rather Have Jesus” in the only singing 
Style she’s ever known—the husky tone, 
cuddle-up-closer phrasing that used to 
knock ’em dead in the clubs when she 
gave with “I Got a Man, Crazy for Me!” 

Or we see that converted circus acro- 
bat coming on stage to “testify” by do- 
ing backflips to the puipit! 

There is, of course, no time whatever 
for the quiet steeping of themselves in 
the Word, which in Paul’s case left us 
the legacy of more than half of our New 
Testament and, in the humblest Chris- 
tian’s life, produces that sturdiness of 
conviction that keeps us  doctrinally 
stable and holy of life. 

Possibly the saddest result of all may 
be seen when these immature believers 
come to the more or less secret conclu- 
sion that they’re as much religious “big 
shots” as anybody. Can we expect them 
to think otherwise? Haven’t they been 
headlined at rallies along with some of 
the greatest spiritual giants of our time? 
Haven't they, to all practical purposes, 
been treated as their equals in spiritual 
attainments? Quite possibly made more 
fuss over . asked for more auto- 
graphs? This tends toward a conceited 
convert. 

In addition, they are brought behind 
the scenes where they may see our 
“seamy side” long before they are spir- 
itually mature enough to make loving 
allowances for the old Adam in our 
natures. They may observe the sad truth 
that too many of us exude so much 
sweetness in the pulpit and counseling 
room that we have nothing but vinegar 
left when we come to dividing up the 
love offering. 

Possibly they may see what Vance 
Havner so graphically described as “a 
‘victorious life’ teacher, losing his vic- 
tory waiting on a late train.” This tends 
toward a cynical convert. 


+ CoNCcEIT ... cynicism ... how can 
the gentle, fragrant flowers of the Spirit 
flourish in such soil? 

The writer recalls a dear Jewish man 
who, on his conversion, became the most 
sought-after Christian in town. He was 
snatched wet, almost, from the baptistry 
to “give his testimony” before every 
group of believers that could snare him. 
All of them, apparently, were just dying

This Way to Leadership! 


get up before a group and be a leader 
like Tom Wickham,” sighed Harry 
Chalmers from his place in the back 
row, where his inferiority complex in- 
variably took him on Sunday morning. “I 
can’t think of anything more thrilling.” 

Now Tom Wickham wasn’t an extra- 
ordinary leader; a few years before, he 
used to sit on the back row with Harry 
and admire the man whose place he now 
filled. Unlike Harry, however, he decided 
to do something about it. He knew that 
the church was constantly in need of 
leaders. Older people passed away, 
younger leaders moved, and other circum- 
stances arose from time to time to make 
it impossible for even the most faithful 
workers to continue serving. So Tom of- 
fered his talents. 

The superintendent was pleased when 
Tom volunteered to be of service where- 
ever they could use him; it showed a 
good spirit on his part. Moreover, the 
superintendent knew that the Lord can 
do a lot with any man or woman who, 
with humility of heart, seeks to develop 
that which has been given to him. He 
took an interest in Tom and encouraged 
him, let him substitute whenever some 
teacher couldn’t be present, put into his 


[: give anything in the world if I could 
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hands the right books to read, and gave 
him various responsibilities in connection 
with the Sunday school. Two years later 
Tom was elected assistant superintend- 


ent. Later, when a good promotion took — 


the superintendent to a distant city Tom 
was ready to step in and do good work. 

Harry Chalmers, on the other hand, 
was typical of those who have more wish- 
bone than backbone. He envied Tom, but 
did nothing about it. He was just one of 
many millions who faithfully occupy the 
back seats, but who need encouragement 
to make their dreams of leadership a 
reality. 

Possibly in a sense you are sitting in a 
back seat in your own church or Sunday 
school right now—not quite where Harry 
Chalmers sits perhaps, but less effective 
than you would like to be. Yet you know 
that changes are taking place each year 
and new leaders must be chosen if God’s 
work is to go ahead effectively. But how 
should you take those first steps toward 
leadership, and what does it take to be a 
Christian leader? Let me suggest some 
definite steps. 


+ BeEcIn by being somebody. By that, of 
course, I do not mean trying to impress 
others with your importance. I mean be

one whose life will count for God. 

If you are going to stand before God’s 
people as His representative, you first of 
all should have a character above re- 
proach. No Sunday school wants a super- 
intendent who is known for his “cussing” 
or a teacher who “doubles ’em up” at the 
Civic Club with questionable stories. 

Start out by taking stock to see if you 
still have some bad habits which will 
have to go. It will do you good to experi- 
ence victory over besetting sins and to 
reassure yourself that Christ, not Satan, 
wields the power in your life. 

But this is but a beginning. As a future 
leader, you will have special need for 
deepening your spiritual life. This will 
mean regular Bible study, meditation and 
prayer. Remember that vital Christian 
faith is “caught” even more readily than 
it is taught. If you will analyze those who 
impress you most, you will find it is not 
the words they speak so much as the 
spirit within them that stirs your heart. 
So you will want to walk and talk with 
God each day that His Spirit may shine 
through you. 


+ Next, believe in something. There are 
certain great fundamentals of faith 
which you must hold secure in your own 
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Being a good leader will demand the best 


you have...and the best in preparation 


heart and life before you can lead other 
Christians. The teacher who sows doubts 
invariably reaps a harvest of broken lives 
and lost souls. 

You will want to be thoroughly con- 
vinced concerning such basic truths as 
the inspiration of the Bible, the virgin 
birth of Christ, His deity, miracles, 
atonement and resurrection. You will 
need to know the plan of salvation and 
be prepared to present it clearly as set 
forth in Scripture. Especially will you 
need a profound and abiding conviction 
of the goodness, greatness and mercy of 
God—His love, guidance and justice. 

Still another part of your equipment 
should be a familiarity with the ordi- 
nances of the church, its organization 
and mission in the world. No church ever 
amounts to much unless its leaders be- 
lieve deeply in the things of greatest 
worth and can give their people certain- 
ties instead of question marks. 


+ Ir will be necessary also to make some 
preparation. To be a useful and effective 
leader, you should know not only your 
Bible and methods, but people as well. 
What makes Johnny shoot paper wads, 
poke the boy next to him or trip one of 
the girls as she comes down the aisle, 
right in the midst of worship service? 
What will you do with a boy like that? 
Will your drive him out—as they did 
John Dillinger when he was young? 

What are you going to do when teen- 
age Mary interrupts you nearly every 
Sunday by saying, “I think that’s a lot of 
hooey,” or “My science teacher says the 
Bible is a bunch of old-time myths that 
should be shelved?” 

What are you going to do when Mr. 
Fritke fails to show up for class without a 
word of notice? What will you do if this 


becomes a habit, but offending him 
means offending the church’s largest 
giver? 


Being a good leader means far more 
than many realize. You need to know 
human nature—all the changing moods 
people have as they proceed from child- 
hood to maturity. You need to study hu- 
man nature, use logic, show tact and dis- 
play good judgment. It isn’t something 
you can measure up to fully overnight as 
a result of being elected to an office. 

You will be wise to buy up every oppor- 
tunity for preparation. If you can attend 
evening classes at a Bible institute, by all 
means do so. If no such opportunity lies 
within your reach, a series of Bible cor- 
respondence courses can be most helpful. 
When your church has ieadership train- 
ing classes, be sure to be on hand. Read 
as widely as you can under the guidance 
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of your pastor, Christian education direc- 
tor or your denomination’s department of 
Christian education. 

Finally, dedicate yourself to serve the 
Lord in the task or tasks He gives you. 
Many a person with ordinary talents has 
left a lasting impression because of his 
unswerving zeal and purpose. D. L. Moody 
was often criticized for his lack of educa- 
tion and social polish, but few men have 
left a greater impact for Christ. No factor 
in his success was greater than his deter- 
mination to be a man completely yielded 
to the will of God. 


+ PERHAPS you may Offer your services to 
your pastor or Sunday school superin- 
tendent, but to no apparent purpose.

The hymn was probably the psalm 
usually sung at the close of the Passover 
feast—Psalm 118.

and if possible—original knowledge. This 
I set about to acquire. 


+ Ar the outset I realized that while it 
was good to be familiar with the world of 
art and literature, and indeed other areas 
of knowledge as well, my big job was to 
be a specialist in the use of the Word of 
God. As a servant and disciple of the 
Great Physician, I had a special obliga- 
tion to be familiar with the instrument 
which in Spirit-guided hands pierces 
“even to the dividing asunder of soul and 
spirit, and of joints and marrow,” dis- 
cerning the very thoughts and intents 
of the heart. Hence I resolved so far as 
possible to become a man of one Book— 
the Bible. 

I began to see also that it would never 
do to spend a few hours each day in 
haphazard study of first one thing and 
then another. That would mean ragged 
information on a specific subject, scarcely 
better than gleanings along a multitude 
of lines. So I set myself to master a 
definite course of study. 

My first impulse was to make my own 
course, but I seriously questioned my 
ability to map out one that would be 
worthwhile. Surely it was the Voice be- 
hind me whispering, “This is the way, 
walk ye in it,” that suggested a Bible 
correspondence course. I already knew 


something of the value of synthetic Bible 
study—the study of the Bible as a whole 
and each book of the Bible as a whole— 
so I resolved to make a thorough study 
of the Bible synthetically.* 


+ THE weeks and months which followed 
were a time of “growth in grace, and the 
knowledge of the Lord” that was very 
precious to my soul. Soon I began to be 
sure that my second resolve—to study the 
entire Bible as a whole—had settled my 
second difficulty, that of acquiring classi- 
fied knowledge. With refreshing power 
the conviction gripped my heart that I 
knew what I knew, and could tell it to 
others in such a way that they, too, could 
rejoice with me. 

The deep desire to know all that it was 
possible for me to learn of the “truth 
that makes men free” was richly re- 
warded. Though limited in my knowledge 
of the original languages, fabulous mines 
of truth opened to me in my prayerful 
searching of book after book of the divine 
library. Poor in this world’s goods, as 
most preachers are, I soon began to feel 
that I was a billionaire in my possessions 
in the unsearchable riches of Christ. 

Gradually the Bible became a part of 
my very being. I began to feel that I 
knew it, in its limitless sweep and inex-

ow while the eyes of the world are 
N upon Iran, let me tell you the 

story of three men who went back 

to that Near East country to find 
treasure, not in oil but treasure to lay up 
in heaven.

Stead. Then came Clem Heydenburk, the 
teacher who tried to run away. And 
finally, GI Allen McAnlis, the third man 
to be pulled back by an irresistible force 
to the bleak desert plain north of the 
Persian Gulf.

Each man in turn, over a period of 
three decades, was drawn by the need of 
Iran as he saw it. Each saw villagers of 
the hills and plains of Iran, who make up

witness to the saving power of Jesus 
Christ; most of them religious Moslems, 
but without the Christ of salvation. 

The lure which drew each man was the 
same—the wistful dark eyes and pathetic 
undernourished bodies oi children, the 
future Iran.

+ THE story begins shortly after World 
War I in Iran with Francis Stead and 
about a dozen Persian waifs—children 
who could not be repatriated. For some 
time following the war, Mr. Stead had 
been helping administer Near East relief 
in Iran’s Kermanshah area. With the 
work complete, he was preparing to re- 
turn to his task as a missionary in that 
country. 

But more and more the opportunities 


of working with and through the children 
impressed themselves upon him. Finally, 
unable to interest his mission in a chil- 
dren’s project, he resigned from his 
former post and turned to the work 
which was on his heart. 

Purchasing property back in the hills, 
including the village of Faraman, he 
began the struggle to establish the new 
orphanage. For the first summer he lived 
in tents with the children while the first 
buildings of mud bricks and straw went 
up as winter housing. During this time of 
struggle his wife died. Still he stayed on 
with the orphans, and other waifs were 
added to his growing family. 


+ MEANWHILE a woman in America heard 
of the need and became a prayer partner 
for the Faraman orphanage. But she did 
more than pray. Knowing a young man 
training in a Christian college for work 
among children and young people, she

Upon his re- 
covery, in his weak, post-malarial condi- 
tion, he could not face the problems back 
at Faraman, so when a secular school 
offered him a position teaching science, 
his major in college, he accepted. 


+ THOSE were the lean years of Heyden- 
burk’s life. God had not sent him to Iran 
to teach the elite youth of the land secu- 
lar subjects and social betterment; he 
could not be happy as he drifted away 
from the Lord into the ways of his asso- 
ciates. “My six years of running away 
from the Lord,” he wryly puts it. At last 
while riding into the country on his 
bicycle one day the Lord brought him to 
a crisis. 

Stopping at a potter’s workshop, he 
watched the potter shape a vessel, work- 
ing it carefully and skillfully on his 
wheel. As he watched, the potter sudden- 
ly stopped the wheel and carefully in- 
spected the vessel. Then with a swift 
movement of his hands, he squashed the 
vessel into a mass of clay and began to 
shape a new one. The Potter and the

Eager to be in service for his 
Lord, Heydenburk began working among 
children in northern Michigan. There he 
met Alpha Zick, a former college class- 
mate teaching school. 

“Will you be a missionary’s wife and 
are you willing to go to Iran?” was the 
twofold question he presented Alpha. 
Alpha would, and in 1945 Clem Heyden- 
burk returned to the country where God 
had called him, this time with a wife and 
family. 


+ THE Heydenburks built their mud- 
brick home and walled-in yard near the 
orphanage buildings, planning to evan- 
gelize the near-by villages. With his 
family in comparative safety near the 
orphanage, Clem could thus travel from 
village to village, living in the black goat- 
hair tents and adobe homes of the vil- 
lagers as he worked to reach them for 
Christ. 

By this time Mr. Stead had also been 
joined by a helpmeet. Dr. Jennie Crozier 
had been a former classmate in the 
United States and was a medical mission- 
ary in India when Mr. Stead persuaded 
her by letter to become his wife and 
helper in the work at Faraman. As a re- 
sult, the children at the orphanage could 
at least be mothered. And along with her 
faithful and loving care of the orphans, 
Mrs. Stead found time to do a great deal 
of medical work in the villages. 

Less than two years after Clem Hey- 
denburk returned to Iran, Mr. Stead con- 
tacted pneumonia and died. Mrs. Stead 
welcomed the Heydenvurks’ proffered 
assistance and they joined forces in the 
work of the orphanage, laboring happily 
together for three years until Mrs. 


Stead’s retirement in 1950. During these 
years improvements were made in the 
farm management, a system of training 
was organized for the children, and a 
school taught by an iranian teacher was 
recognized by the government. About this 
time also the mission was incorporated 
under the name Iran Interior Mission 
and its present organization adopted. 


+ Tue third man to be drawn back to 
the work at Faraman was GI Allen Mc- 
Anlis. He saw the need during World War 
II while stationed in Iran as a chaplain’s 
assistant. 

Russia was then an ally, and the 
United States was shoveling supplies into 
the Soviet through the back door, over 
the Iran-Russian border. American sol- 
diers stationed there in connection with 
the operation found a bit of home with 
Dr. and Mrs. Russell Bussdicker of a 
mission hospital in Kermanshah. The 
Bussdickers in turn introduced the sol- 
diers to the little orphanage back in the 
hills. The fellows took food stuffs and 
candy to the children on their week-end 
trips when army truckloads of men jog- 
gled out for relief from the sweltering 
city in the Faraman swimming hole. 

GI McAnlis’ interest went deeper. He 
saw real opportunities with the farm 
land at Faraman, and the future of the 
orphans, and many more like them, if 
early won to Christ. 

He in turn was needed. Faraman is a 
farm of some 2,000 semi-desert acres. The 
land is farmed on a share-cropping plan 
as is common throughout the country 
where a village and its surrounding terri- 
tory is owned by a landowner and worked 
by the villagers. Oversight of the Fara- 
man workers demands much time and 
patience, but it alsc affords many oppor- 
tunities to witness to them and to 
demonstrate practical Christian living.

Anlis. He saw the need during World War 
II while stationed in Iran as a chaplain’s 
assistant. 

Russia was then an ally, and the 
United States was shoveling supplies into 
the Soviet through the back door, over 
the Iran-Russian border. American sol- 
diers stationed there in connection with 
the operation found a bit of home with 
Dr. and Mrs. Russell Bussdicker of a 
mission hospital in Kermanshah. The 
Bussdickers in turn introduced the sol- 
diers to the little orphanage back in the 
hills. The fellows took food stuffs and 
candy to the children on their week-end 
trips when army truckloads of men jog- 
gled out for relief from the sweltering 
city in the Faraman swimming hole. 

GI McAnlis’ interest went deeper. He 
saw real opportunities with the farm 
land at Faraman, and the future of the 
orphans, and many more like them, if 
early won to Christ. 

He in turn was needed. Faraman is a 
farm of some 2,000 semi-desert acres. The 
land is farmed on a share-cropping plan 
as is common throughout the country 
where a village and its surrounding terri- 
tory is ewned by a lanaowner and worked 
by the villagers. Oversight of the Fara- 
man workers demands much time and 
patience, but it also affords many oppor- 
tunities to witness to them and to 
demonstrate practical Christian living. 
This was work for which McAnlis was 
especially fitted. 

By 1950 McAnlis was ready to go back 
to Faraman. He had managed to get

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Salvation’s Riches in the Book of Romans

Beginning an| 
series of Bible 
God's powee in | 


OME was the mightiest military 
R power on the earth. The very 
name Rome means “Force.” To 
that city Paul wrote a letter con- 
cerning a far greater power—the power 
of God. In the opening chapter he speaks 
of the power of God in creation (v. 20); 
the power of God in resurrection (v. 4), 
and the power of God in salvation (v.16). 
It is this latter, this glorious power, 
which is the theme of these articles. 

There is need for a gospel of grace, 
for man is a poor, helpless sinner. The 
these early chapters is in a 
courtroom. The sinner is on trial before 
God, and is proved guilty. The verdict 
of the Judge of all the earth is one with 
which the inner verdict of man’s own 
conscience must agree. 

Romans 2:15 shows that every man 
has a miniature court in his own moral 
system. The law is written in his heart. 
his conscience bears witness (generally 
against him); his thoughts accuse him 
(taking the place of the prosecutor in 
any court); or they excuse him (the plea 
of the defendant), as man himself pre- 
sides as judge of that inner court. 

Conscience convicts, if honestly lis- 
tened to. The lawyer in Luke 10 was 
willing to justify himself. Who had con- 
demned him? No one, only his own con- 
science. Those proud religious leaders in 
John 8 went out, convicted by their own 
consciences. Yes, nian convicted in God’s 
court must say “amen” to the verdict in 
the inner recesses of his own soul. 


scene in 


+ Romans i shows the heathen lost in 
his idolatry and immorality. Romans 2 
shows the Gentile, perhaps cultured and 
educated, but no less a sinner. Then in 
the latter part of Romans 2 the Jew 
proves to be no better than the rest, 
though chosen of God to receive His 
Word, know His will, and be His wit- 
ness on the earth. The very name of God 
was blasphemed among the Gentiles 
through him. 

The Jew had many advantages, as the 
opening verses of chapter 3 show, as well 
as 9:4, 5. The greatest of these was that 
he knew something of the living God 
and His way of salvation, witnessed in 
the law and the prophets. To his many 
sins he added that of unbelief, with 


16 


‘the rest. 


which the heathen or the moral Gen- 
tile could not be charged at that time, 
for they knew nothing of God in Old 
Testament days. 

But the Jew’s unbelief did not cause 
God to be untrue to Himself—it did not 
make the faithfulness of God without 
effect (2:3). On the contrary, having 
proved all men guilty, as we shall see, 
God then displayed His grace in all its 
fullness in the cross of Christ, our pre- 
cious Saviour. 

In 3:9-19, then, we listen to the sum- 
mation of the evidence adduced against 
the sinner in chapters 1 and 2. There 
are some fourteen indictments here 
against the human race, “for there is no 
difference: for all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God.” All these in- 
dictments are quoted from the Old Tes- 
tament, most of them from the Psalms 
and one from Isaiah. 

It is interesting to notice that out of 
six members of the human body given 
here, four have to do with the faculty of 
speech: “their throat is an open sepul- 
chre; with their tongues they have used 
deceit; the poison of asps is under their 
lips; whose mouth is full of cursing and 
bitterness.” How much the wrong use of 
the tongue figures in man’s attitude 
toward God! Truly the tongue is a fire, 
a world of iniquity, as James reminds us. 

Now all these quotations from the Old 
Testament were in that book addressed 
to the Jews alone, as verse 19 states: 
“Now we know that what things soever 
the law saith, it saith to them who are 
under the law,” that is, to the Jew. But 
this proves that all the world is guilty 
before God. and it stops every mouth. 

Israel was a “sample” which God took 
from among the nations of the earth. 
He gave them all the advantages man 
cculd wish, in order to encourage in 
every way possible obedience to Himself. 
And thus, when the Jew failed totally, 
this failure proved that the same result 
would iollow in the case of all men every- 
where. If a city thinks of using the wa- 
ter of certain wells for drinking pur- 
poses, it does not test all the water in 
those wells, but merely takes a sample. 
What's true of the sample is true of all 
So Israel, God’s sample, was 


tested and found guilty, proving the 


character of the world. 

But that’s not all. For not only did 
the Jews prove themselves guilty before 
God, but after a period of 1600 years or 
more under the law, when they tried to 
obey God and had said, “All that the 
Lord hath spoken, we will do,” they also 
proved they could do nothing to change 
their sinful state. Hence we read in 
3:20: “Therefore by the deeds of the law 
there shall no flesh be justified in his 
sight: for by the law is the knowledge 
of sin.” 


+ In the next verse, however, we find 
these words: “But now...” When man 
has proved himself so utterly undone, 
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then God comes in. Thus we come to 
the second theme of this great book of 
Romans, to. God’s wondrous way of sal- 
vation from sins, through the precious 
atoning sacrifice of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ—salvation by grace through 


faith. 

Under law, man went about (and still 
does) to establish his own righteous- 
ness, even as the Jew sought to do dur- 
ing Old Testament days. To make the 
thought a little simpler, for law we might 
substitute the words “gocd works.” Man 
tries to make himself right with God by 
living an upright life (“doing the best I 
can,” he usually puts it). This ignores 
not only the fact that it is impossible to 
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justify oneself by works—the Jew tried 
it for 1600 years and failed—but also 
the solemn fact that it is too late to 
make the attempt, for verse 19 shows 
the sinner on trial before God and proved 
guilty. 

What a guilty sinner in court needs is 
not to live a better life (it is too late for 
that there and then), but he needs mercy 
and salvation. He has no righteousness 
of his own; but praise His holy name. 
God has a righteousness (v. 21) which 
He can and will impart freely to any 
poor guilty sinner. His righteousness is 
divine, spotless, complete. Any poor sin- 
ner may have this, simply through faith 
in Jesus. It is offered unto all, and rests 
upon all them that believe. 


+ But how can a holy’God possibly make 
a guilty sinner righteous in His sight? 
Let me try to make this as simple as I 
know how, as recorded in verses 21-26 
of chapter 3. He can do it through the 
redemption that is in Christ Jesus. 
Christ shed His precious blood as He 
hung on Calvary’s cross. What was He 
doing there? He there bore our sins in 
His own body; He there died in our 
stead, taking the judgment which our 
sins deserved. 

In infinite love the holy Son of God 
took my place, as though He were the 
guilty sinner, and bore the awful judg- 
ment of God which I merited. And so 
God can give me in exchange the place 
of Christ as it were; He can give me His 
perfect righteousness, because He took 
my sins and unrighteousness upon Him- 
self. All I need to do—or you—is simply 
to trust in Christ; to receive Him as my 
Saviour. He dresses us up, as it were, 
in a beautiful robe of divine righteous- 
ness; He clothes us with the garment of 
salvation. Because Jesus bore our sins, 
God can be just, and yet justify the be- 
liever in His Son. How wonderful all 
this is! 

I want to call your attention to three 
very precious words, all of which speak 
of public, manifest blessing: the right- 
eousness of God is manifest; God hath 
set forth Christ; He declares His right- 
eousness (v. 21). Manifest, set forth, 
declared. They all three preach aloud 
the triumphs of God’s grace as we know

and enjoy it today. They are put in con- 
trast with what obtained in the Old 
Testament, when God’s grace operated 
as well, but was not manifest, nor set 
forth, nor declared, as it is today. Let 
us consider this for a moment 

+ I am sure there were three classe 

of sinners in the olden days, as there are 
today. I can imagine a Jew sinning and 
saying: “Oh, well, who cares? Let’s 
joy life and forget about this business 
of having to do with God.” And so this 
type went merrily on his way. 


en- 


Then there would be the type who 
when he sinned, wouid bring a sacrifice 
according to the dictates of the law. But 
the whole performance was gone through 
merely as a form, Lord says in 
Matthew 15:8 concerning the Jews: 
“This people draweth nigh unto me with 
their mouth, and honoreth me with their 
lips; but their heart is far from me.” 
There are millions like that today, who 
have nothing but a religious form, with- 


out power or sincerity. 


as our 


Then there would be a third class. I 
can imagine a Jew (like David, for ex- 
ample) having sinned against God, and 
coming to Him with the sacrifice pre- 
scribed by law. Such a person would 
come truly repentant, with a broken and 
a contrite heart. When his sin-offering 
had been presented and accepted, he 
would hear the priest say the blessed 
words, “Thy sins are forgiven thee,” and 
would go his way relieved and rejoicing. 

But I imagine him saying to himself, 
if he thought soberly about these mat- 
ters, “Now God has forgiven me, but 
how can He do it? I sinned so grievously 
against Him, and when I brought an 
offering to atone for my sin, I was freely 
pardoned. But surely a goat could not 
take away my sin; an animal could not 
die in my stead and be acceptable with 
a holy, just God.” 

He would wonder how and why God 
had forgiven him, for the Old Testament 
never declares very clearly the “way” 
of salvation. It is true it declares that 
the blood makes atonement for the soul, 
but it does not say “whose” blood this is. 
It says that “though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as snow,” 
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but it does not say how. It says that he 
was wounded for our transgression, but 
it does not say who this “he” is. 

Ah, but now (v. 21) the righteousness 
of God, witnessed by the law (in its 
great system of sacrifices) and the 
prophets (in their declarations of salva- 
tion, such as Isa. 45:22; 53:5, 6, etc.), is 
declared in all its fullness in the gospel 
(Rom. 3:26). It is manifest in the cross 
of Christ, it is publicly set forth before 
the whole world in the person of the 
uplifted Son of God on Calvary. Now 
indeed, the veil is removed, and all the 
glory of God shines forth in the face of 
Jesus Christ. 

Now we know (v. 25) how God could 
forgive sins in past ages; why God bore 
with sinners then. He did because His 
dear Son was to come to pay for the 
sins of men at the cross. God saved be- 
lievers in the Old Testament because 
Christ some day was going to pay the 
awful price for sin. Jesus, as it were, 
signed a promissory note, away back in 
eternity, agreeing to die for the sins of 
men. And when the date fell due, in 
that due time Christ died for the un- 
godly (Rom. 5:6). The believer in the 
Old Testament was saved the same way 
we are today, by grace through faith. 
This was true though he understood but 
dimly, for God had not then revealed 
the fullness of His grace. But now, as 
our text says, it is manifested, set forth, 
declared. Praise His holy name! 


+ Ir is all of grace, so there is no boast- 
ing possible (v. 27). Man is justified by 
faith, without the deeds of the law. We 
are justified! Do we realize the wonder 
of this? It goes far beyond mere for- 
giveness of sins. 

Forgiveness has in view what I have 
done, justification is in view of what I 
am. 

Forgiveness is in relation to the past, 
justification in relation to the future. 

Forgiveness brings me into a new con- 
dition, justification into a new position. 

Forgiveness is like the bath and the 
removal of the rags from the prodigal 
when he came home from the far coun- 
try, but justification is beautifully illus- 
trated in the clothing of this runaway 
sinner in the best robe of divine right- 
eousness of God’s salvation. 

Man cannot possibly justify a sinner. 
There is no justification possible for a 
crime. Only God can do it, and Romans 
4:25 tells us how God can justify. It is 
through Christ’s resurrection, for He was 
raised for our justification. With Him 
we are raised to new life—we are born 
again—and a new-born baby has no 
sin. Therefore in God’s sight we are 
pure and holy when born again, and thus 
have no sin, and therefore God can pro- 
nounce us just. We are raised from our 
former state of sin and death into a new 
position of justification and eternal life. 
All glory to His name! 

Our only boast now and forever is in

The Long-Lingering Radium

accidentally brushed to the floor in that room at the Bureau of Standards, 


I was a tiny tube, containing .002 of an ounce of radium. And when it was 


and spilled, it caused furor and instant action! 
The radium was very carefully swept up by specially designed camels- 


hair brushes, and the floor was then thoroughly washed to recover the re- 
mains. But that was not sufficient. The floor was washed again, this time with 
acidulated water. And washed again—this time with soda water. And this was 
followed by a fourth washing with hydrant water! Each washing in turn 
yielded about $400 worth of the precious radium. 

Was the bureau satisfied? No! A carpenter was called in and that washed 
floor was given an intense scraping. And then, three ‘years later, those shavings 
were burned and the very ashes found to be yet impregnated with radium! 
Even to this day, the Bureau of Standards is not satisfied that all that spilled 
radium has, or indeed ever can be, fully recovered. 

Radium is very precious—and very potent. But no more so than your own 
influence. 

Influence is precious when it testifies of the Christ-claimed heart, living the 
radiance of, “For me to live is Christ” (Phil. 1:21). But alas! Influence can be 
deadly and damning in charge of a Christless heart. None of us lives wholly 
for himself; for spiritual, eternal consequence, we are either the holy help, or 
horrible hindrance; helping to heaven, or hounding to hell—and far, far more 
than we dare realize!

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ships—and there are many of them—are 
ours beceuse we are in this world, a:id 
we have a duty with respect to them. 

But there are many earthly satisfac- 
tions and pleasures about which the 
Word of God does not speak in specific 
terms. For example, what about the 
child of God and secular reading? Surely 
good secular books are not wrong in 
themselves. Some books I am sure are, 
but many others are not.

should be of value in discerning when 
a pleasure not specifically legislated upon 
in the Word of God is to be shunned as 
worldly. 


+ First let us bear in mind that God 
has made us more than spirit. We are 
body and soul as well, and the legitimate 
exercise of each of these parts of our 
being is necessary and proper. You have 
a body, and as though to emphasize the 
fact that you have a duty toward that 
body, the Word of God teaches the over- 
whelming truth that your body is the 
temple of the Holy Spirit. You have a 
soul that relates you to this world.

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easy to live on the physical level or the 
soulish level and neglect the spiritual. 
That is why our Lord constantly rang 
the changes on the fact that “man shall 
not live by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of God.’ Man is in danger of losing 
sight of this, restricting himself to the 
more earth-bound areas of living. Thus 
things not wrong in themselves all too 
often crowd in and crush out spiritual 
things. 

The Word of God warns us not to love 
the world, nor the things that are in the 
world. These things are not to be the 
objects of our affections. Some of them 
have their place in this present life, but 
they are not the important things. 


+ WirTH this in mind, let us turn to the 
three principles considered in the pre- 
ceding article. These can be applied with 
profit to virtually any area not covered 
by specific Bible teaching. 

Consider, for example, the issue of your 
secular reading. Apply the first test by 
asking, “Is it profitable?” Will it help 
you in your witness for Christ? It may 
be a very definite help. Books can make 
a tremendous contribution to the way 
you express yourself for God. 

Someone a while ago told me that 
whenever Dr. James M. Gray went away 
on conference work he always took a 
number of books. Of course the first 
Book he chose was the Word of God. But 
the second book he always packed, this 
person told me, was a volume of Shake- 
speare’s writings. 

Read what Dr. Gray wrote and you'll 
find that he did indeed read Shake- 
speare. It was not so much that he 
quoted him, but he was influenced by 
Shakespeare’s style. The reason some of 
us aren’t masters is because we haven’t 
read and studied the masters. 

The second test of your secular read- 
ing is, does it edify? Does it help you 
to appreciate what is right and what is 
noble? Does it give you an understand- 
ing of right and wrong? Again, does it 
help you express yourself in presenting 
spiritual truths? The answers to these 
questions will shed much light on whether 
your secular reading belongs in your life. 

But there is a third principle or test 
to be considered. Is your secular reading 
in any sense enslaving you? Does it de- 
mand your attention so insistently that 
you are neglecting other things? If so, 
then such reading is clearly wrong. It 
should not demand your whole attention. 
It should not lead you to slight the Word 
of God and the preparation of your soul. 

The same tests will help you deter- 
mine which books you should read, which 
newspapers and magazines should re- 
ceive your attention, and how much time 
you should give to them. In each case 
ask yourself, “Is this reading profitable? 
Does it edify? Is it in any way enslaving 
me?” As you answer honestly before 
God, you will know whether or not these 


are wholesome elements of life or en- 
tanglements of the world from which 
you should turn away. 

You can apply these principles in 
many other areas—for example, to the 
problem of determining what place you 
should give to secular music. Does such 
music—good music—help you appre- 
ciate what is beautiful? Does it lift up 
your soul? Can you enjoy it without 
enslavement? Can you say with confi- 
dence that your interest and time are 
not dominated, that your love for the 
Word of God and concern for soul do 
not suffer as a consequence of this in- 
terest? As a child of God your supreme 
objective should be to do the will of 
God. Anything which deters you in this 
is sin. 


+ THE place of sports in the Christian’s 
life often poses a special problem. I 
know there are some who frown upon 
athletics. “Bodily exercise profiteth lit- 
tle,” says the Scripture. But there are 
some who would make it, “Bodily exer- 
cise profiteth nothing.” True, compared 
to being strong spiritually, physical 
strength is of very little importance. 
But God has given us these bodies, and 
certainly the proper exercise of them in 
athletics can be wholesome and health- 
ful. 

Remember, however, the danger that 
we may allow the physical to crowd out 
the spiritual. If our own soul’s life be- 
fore the Lord is neglected, then the thing 
which could be helpful in making us 
more fit has become a snare. 

Many of us who enjoy such recreation 
would maintain that we know how much 
time to give to this or that. But deep 
down in our hearts we know that great 
care must be exercised, realizing that if 
we enjoy a thing we can put far more 
time in it than we intend. We must be 
sure our interest and participation in 
sports make us stronger in body and 
keener for the things of God. 

Other considerations also enter in. We 
should avoid the appearance of evil in 
all we do. We should bear in mind that 
whatsoever is not of faith is sin. We 
should be thoughtful and prayerful lest 
we cause a brother to stumble. And we 
should remember that we are to be all 
things to all men in order that we may 
save some. Above all, we should conduct 
ourselves as those who must give answer 
at the judgment seat of Christ. 


+ Kwnowinc the will of God, discerning 
what He would have us do in these mat- 
ters which are not necessarily sinful in 
themselves, is far from easy. As G. 
Campbell Morgan points out, “The 
things which may hinder are not neces- 
sarily low or vulgar. They may be in 
themselves noble things, intellectual 
‘things, beautiful things. But if our 
participation in any of these dims our 
vision of the ultimate goal in the pur- 
pose of God, holds us in our running, 
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makes. our going less determined and 
steady, they become weights which 
hinder.” 

Thus the making of a list of practices 
to be shunned is not in itself sufficient. 
This is no criticism of any organization 
that has specific standards of Christian 
conduct. I am glad to say that Moody 
Bible Institute abides by its convictions 
concerning worldliness—convictions that 
have helped to guide us all since the 
days of its founding by Mr. Moody. 

Our burden here, however, is twofold: 
(1) to make it clear that shunning world- 
liness is a supremely personal matter; 
and (2) to point out that only heart con- 
victions wrought by the Holy Spirit in 
the individual touches worldliness at the 
source. 

Many of us are very, very lazy. If some- 
one else would just make up a list of 
taboos among the practices not spe- 
cifically legislated upon in the Word of 
God, we would follow it blindly—if we 
did not keep arguing about this or that 
provision! But God isn’t primarily in- 
terested in our blindly following someone 
else’s list. He is interested in our living 
so close to Him that His Spirit will guide 


us each day by the principles of His 


Word. 

If we are to be guided in this way, we 
will have to mean business with God and 
to be scrupulously honest. We will need 
to give time to seeking His will in His 
Word, energy to the study of His Word 
and effort to prayer. 

Is it right? Do it if it is! Is it wrong? 
Shun it! The grace of God is in your 
life; the Spirit of God is in you; the 
Word of God should be in your mind 
and heart. God help you to mean busi- 
ness with Him.

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The Greatness of Christ 


R. Philip Schaff is generally recognized as the greatest 


church historian that America has ever produced. His. 


vast seven-volume work, History of the Church (finished by 
his son), has been used as a textbook for half a century. In 
addition, he edited the American edition of the monumental 
commentary on the Scriptures by Lange, and added elaborate 
footnotes to some of the volumes, especially that on John. One 
of his lesser known works, but a precious one, is The Person 
of Christ, and I would like to begin IN THE Stupy this month 
with his glorious tribute to the pre-eminence of the Lord Jesus 
which is found on pages 141-144 of that work. 
x * * 

“Yes! He still lives, the divine Man and incarnate God, on 
the ever-fresh and self-authenticating records of the Gospels, 
in the unbroken history of eighteen centuries, and in the 
hearts and lives of the wisest and best of our race; and there 
He will live forever. His person and work are the book of 
life, which will never grow old. Christianity lives and will con- 
tinue to live with Him, because He lives, the same yesterday, 
today, and forever. 

“Jesus Christ is the most sacred, the most glorious, the most 
certain of all facts; arrayed in a beauty and majesty which 
throws the ‘starry heavens above us and the moral law within 
us’ into obscurity, and fills us truly with ever-growing reverence 
and awe. He shines forth with the self-evidencing light of the 
noonday sun. He is too great, too pure, too perfect to have 
been invented by any sinful and erring man. His character 
and claims are confirmed by the sublimest doctrine, the purest

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ethics, the mightiest miracles, the grandest spiritual kingdom, 

and are daily and hourly exhibited in the virtues and graces 
of all who yield to the regenerating and sanctifying power of 
His spirit and example. 

“The historical Christ meets and satisfies all moral and 
religious aspirations. The soul, if left to its noblest impulses 
and aspirations, instinctively turns to Him, as the needle to 
the magnet, as the flower to the sun, as the panting hart to 
the fresh fountain. We are made for Him, and ‘our heart is 
without rest until it rests in Him.’ He commands our assent, 
He wins our affections and adoration. 

“We cannct look upon Him without spiritual benefit. We 
cannot think of Him without being elevated above all that is 
low and mean, and encouraged to all that is good and noble. 
The very hem of His garment is healing to the touch. One 
hour spent in His communion outweighs all the pleasures of 
sin. He is the most precious gift of a merciful God to a 
fallen world. 

“In Him are the treasures of wisdom, in Him the fountain 
of pardon and peace, in Him the only hope and comfort in 
this world and that which is to come. Mankind could better 
afford to lose the literature of Greece and Rome, of Germany 
and France, of England and America, than the story of 
Jesus Of Nazareth. Without Him, history is a dreary waste, 
a labyrinth of facts without meaning, connection, and aim: 
with Him, it is a beautiful, harmonious revelation of God, 
the unfolding of a plan of infinite wisdom and love; all an- 
cient history converges to His coming, all modern history re- 
ceives from Him its higher life and inspiration. He is the 
glory of the past, the life of the present, the hope of the 
future. We cannot even understand ourselves without Him. 

“According to an old Jewish proverb: “The secret of man is 
the secret of the Messiah.’ Christ is the great central Light 
of history, and, at the same time, the Light of every soul: 
He alone can solve the mystery of our being, and fulfill our 
intellectual desires after truth, our moral aspirations after 
goodness and holiness, and the longing of our feelings after 
peace and happiness. 

“Not for all the wealth and wisdom of this world would 
I weaken the faith of the humblest Christian in His divine 
Lord and Saviour; but if, by the grace of God, I could convert 
a single skeptic to a childlike faith in Him who lived and 
died for me and for all, I would feel that I had not lived 
in vain.” 


The Amasing 25th C hapter 


of Jeremiah 


LL serious Bible students know that the book Daniel 
was reading, referred to in the opening of the ninth 
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Coming Next Month: An extended review of the 
two most important one-volume commentaries on the 
Bible that have appeared in this generation, both 
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chapter of the inexhaustible book that bears his name, was 
the book of Jeremiah, specifically Jeremiah 25. It is there that 
we have recorded the remarkable prophecy that the captivity 
of Judah would end at the conclusion of a seventy-year 
period. 

I, like m.ny others, could recite such a reference instantly, 
without opening the Bible, but recently, for the first time in 
my life, I have come to realize the vastness of the subjects 
unfolded in this one chapter, of which the prediction con- 
cerning the seventy weeks is only a part. 

The chapter divides into three parts: (1) the judgment upon 
Judah, by the invasion of Nebuchadnezzar and the Babylon- 
ians (vv. 1-11); (2) the judgment upon Babylon (vv. 12-14) ; 
and (3) the judgment upon all nations (vv. 15-26). All three 
judgments were in the future when Jeremiah uttered these 
words. The first of them was about to be fulfilled as Daniel 
was reading the book of Jeremiah, probably in the year 536 
B.C. Israel received permission to go back to her land through 
Cyrus, king of Persia. The fall of Babylon must necessarily 
take place before this event, and we know that this fall came 
about in 538 B.C. The final judgment on all nations is yet to 
take place on this earth. 

Now, let us consider for a moment the convulsive events 
taking place among world empires within a period of eighty 
years. Nineveh, the last Eastern capital of the Assyrian em- 
pire, fell in 612 B.C., which allowed for the immediate ascend- 
ancy of Babylon. At the head of the Babylonian empire was 
Nebuchadnezzar, designated by God to be the ruler of the 
nations of the earth (see especially Jer. 27:6, 7; 43:10; Ezek. 
29:18-20). He is the head of gold of Daniel 2:37, 38 and the 
one used of God to punish Judah, by destroying Jerusalem, 
and taking the people of God captive, as the first division of 
Jeremiah 25 tells us. Just before capturing Jerusalem, Nebuch- 
adnezzar had defeated Pharaoh-Necho II, at Carchemish, on 
the west bank of the Euphrates—another world convulsing 
event. 

Babylon fell in 538 B.C., concerning which there are many 
prophecies in the Bible, as Isaiah 13, 14, and 47, and Jeremiah 
50 and 51, which primarily refer to the fall of Babylon in the 
ancient world, and yet as Revelation 18 and 19 tell us these 
prophecies will have a final fulfillment at the end of this age. 

I had never before noticed how amazingly universal is the 
last of these three judgments of Jeremiah 25. For example, 
we have “all the nations” (vv. 15, 17); “all the kingdoms of 
the world, which are upon the face of the earth” (v. 26); 
“all the inhabitants of the earth” (v. 30); “the end of the 
earth” (vv. 31, 33), and “from nation to nation” (v. 32), with 
one additional strange phrase, “all the mingled people” (v. 20). 

This final judgment of the nations is one of the most proin- 
inent themes in the Old Testament, e.g., Isaiah 13:1-24:23; 
Jeremiah 46-50; Ezekiel 25-32; Obadiah 1-16; Joel 3:1-17; 
Zephaniah 2:4-15; Zechariah 9:1-10—a total of more than 700 
verses on th2 final judgment of the nations of the earth, and 
how rarely we hear anything about this subject. Thus, from 
612 to 538 B.C., we have the fall of Nineveh, the destruction 
of Jerusalem, and the fall of Babylon—three tremendous 
political earthquakes in the ancient world. 

When, however, one begins to study every line and word 
in this single 25th chapter, he will discover that its geograph- 
ical terms, and its very phraseology, take us back to the 
book of Genesis and onward to the book of Revelation. For 
example, in verse 5 ‘A.S.V.), the reference, “the land prom- 
ised from of old” goes back to Genesis 12:7; 13:15, 17, etc. 
In verse 20, the kings of the land of Uz take us back to 
Genesis 10:23 and 36:28. Edom in verse 21 takes us back to 
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Genesis 36; Moab to Genesis 19:37; the kings of Tyre and 
Sidon to Genesis 10:15; the difficult geographical terms of verse 
23 take us back to Genesis 25:2-4; 14:1, 9; 10:22. The refer- 
ences to the Kingdom Age are too many to enumerate here, 
but verses 1-4 take us back to II Kings 22 and 23 and 
II Chronicles 34 and 35. 

Finally let us consider the reappearance of pronouncements 
in this passage in the last book of the Bible. Thus verse 12 is 
found again in the fall of Babylon in Revelation 14:8 and 
chapter 18; verses 15 and 16 certainly are the origin of Revela- 
tion 14:10; 16:19; 18:6. I have not even attempted to indicate 
how constantly the phrases of this one chapter are to be 
found over and over again in other chapters of Isaiah and fre- 
quently in Jeremiah and Ezekiel. 

Thus this chapter, which gives us the period of Judah’s 
captivity, and a compressed pronouncement concerning three 
of God’s judgments, also seems to 'be a chapter set as it were 
in the middle of the Bible binding together many geographi- 
cal areas as they first come upon the stage of history in the 
book of Genesis and the final dealings of God with the na- 
tions of the earth as they come out upon that same stage in 
the final judgment of the eternal God. 

I have looked at every important commentary on the book 
of Jeremiah, as far as I know, and in none of them can I 
find any indication of the true greatness of this chapter, 
which means that a few hours of individual intense Bible 
study can still give any mature student of the Holy Scrip- 
tures truths which he will not find have been discovered and 
recorded by those who have gone before him. 


The Korean Christians 
of a Half-Century Ago 


ane in reading a chapter in Robert E. Speer’s The 
Master of the Heart, published in 1908, I came upon a 
most interesting paragraph, in the reading of which all of us 


will be richer. 


“I stood some years ago outside the wall of the city of 
Seoul, in Korea, on the banks of the river Han, and I 
thought of that great scene thirty years before, when the 
Tai Won Kun, who for nearly a generation was the bale- 
ful curse of that land, ordered the death of all the Cath- 
olic Christians of Korea, and they were brought down, 
thousands in number, to the shores of the Han. The 
priests and the bishops had arrows thrust through the 
lobes of their ears and the muscles of their chests, and 
were obliged to run up and down the sandy bank of 
the Han until they fell exhausted, and one by one the 
multitude of Koreans, women, men, and little children, 
poor, simple people, deemed by the Japanese and Chinese 
alike as cast off in the world and feeble, knelt down, and 
for their Master, Jesus Christ, were willing to die, and 
did die, until the water of the Han ran red to the Yellow 
Sea. 

“That scene was later brought back by a letter from a 
missionary in the city of Ning-po in China, describing a 
meeting of the synod of southern China, about the time 
of the Boxer storm, in which in a farewell address the 
oldest minister in the synod rose and spoke to his friends 
of the fiery trials which he felt were coming upon all who 
confessed Jesus Christ in China. He advised the other 
pastors to prepare their people by reading to them from 
the Bible the passages about the martyrs of the early 
Church, and to tell them the stories of the Christian 
Church through all the ages, that they might be made 
ready to stand inmovable, steadfast, and true, in the day 
of fire and of sword.”

“The inaugural address of Mr. Ben Zvi, Israel’s new presi- 
dent, is significant in that it reveals an almost prophetic in- 
sight into what is taking place in Israel today. Here are some 
excerpts from that address. Note the closing words which 
seem to be an allusion to Jeremiah 33:16: ‘In those days shall 
Judah be saved, and Jerusalem shall dwell safely.’ 

“*We have done wonders in our time, such as our fathers 
and their fathers before them had not seen since the exodus 
from Egypt. We have witnessed the courage of our brothers 
and sons, who have not faltered for a moment in offering 
themselves as sacrifices on the altar of their love for land 
and people. With our own eyes we have been allowed to see 
miracles and salvation as in the days of the Hasmoneans, and 
before our very eyes there arose the great miracle of the 
ingathering of our exiled sons from the four corners of the 
earth—in a greater measure than in the days of Zerubbabel 
and Nehemiah. 

“*We are witnesses today of the wondrous process of the 
joining of the tribes of Israel, bone to bone, flesh to flesh, 
their being molded into one people. An event unprecedented 
in the history of man has come to be: an ancient people con- 
demned to exile and dispersion has sprung to life again, like 
an eagle, and has begun weaving the strands of its freedom 
torn 2,000 years ago. 

“*The ingathering of the exiles is the pivotal and most sub- 
lime idea of the State of Israel. It was this purpose that won 
the hearts of the best nations in the world for support of the 
establishment of the State of Israel. We shall not be deflected 
from this function by anything, regardless of the waves of 
hatred and slander breaking against us. Many reservoirs re- 
main untapped in the Near and Far East, as well as North 
anc West. In all these places hundreds of thousands of our 
Jewish brothers are scattered, including many of means and 
enterprise, but including also many who have become im- 
poverished and broken in spirit: workers, laborers, men of 
science and research whose hearts yearn for their homeland 
and their people. To all of them applies one law, the law of 
the return, which we adopted in the Knesseth. 

“*And in conclusion I pray before the Rock of Israel and its 
Redeemer that He may grant us success, and that in our days 
Judah may achieve eternal salvation and Israel dwell in 
safety.’” 


Abiding as Set Forth in I John 


T is quite a coincidence that the two greatest books on 
I I John to be published during the twentieth century 
should both appear in 1909—the one by Robert Law, professor 
of New Testament Literature and Exegesis in Knox College, 
Toronto, entitled The.Tests of Life, a. work of 430 pages pub- 
lished in Edinburgh by T. and T. Clarke; and the other by 
the distinguished British exegete, George H. Findlay, Fellow- 
ship in the Life Eternal, a larger work. 

In again consulting the former volume in preparing a les- 
son in Peloubet’s Notes for 1954, I came upon an excellent 
outline of all the passages referring to the subject of abiding, 
and thought perhaps many of my readers, not having access 
to this work by Professor Law, would appreciate this careful 
study in outline form:

I. That God abides in us is certified— 
(a) by our keeping His commandments (3:24a) 
(b) by our loving one another (4:12)

io the secretary of Gospel Recordings, Inc., Los Angeles, 
Virginia Miller, I am indebted for the latest information 
on the recording of gospel messages in many of the lesser- 
known languages of the earth. Two paragraphs from her letter 
of May 28 will be read, I am sure, with a song of praise and 

thanksgiving: 

“Joy Ridderhof cabled us from Sydney, Australia, re- 
cently that Sanna Barlow (the author of Mountains Sing- 
ing) and Ann Sherwood had just returned from British 
New Guinea (Papua) with 230 languages recorded there 
since last July. This brings our total of languages recorded 
to almost 700. We now have a young man in Australia 
who will be going out to the aborigines there; and two 
young men in North Borneo who also hope to cover 
Indonesia eventually. 

“God continues to bless the use of the records and 
_phonographs in many places of the world. We now feel 
that we are beginning to make some headway in the 
total of languages known to exist, in that now we have 
recordings in over one-fifth of them. I feel sure you will 
want to rejoice with us in this.”

Britain, The Tablet, gives us the astonishing word that there 
are more than 20,000 young men entering the priesthood this 
year in Spain alone, with the result that the theological sem- 
inaries are so crowded that some of the students have to be 
sent to South America.

During the latter part of the nineteenth century, under the 
domination of the theory of evolution, it was the common 
practice among unbelievers and the liberals in the Christian 
Church to ridicule the Bible’s placing the beginning of the 
human race somewhere near 4000 B.C. They supported this 
by mockingly pointing to the date 4004 B.C. found on the 
first two pages of our Bible and taken from the annals of 
Archbishop Ussher, one of the greatest scholars of the sev- 
enteenth century. Even today we open new books on the 
Bible by liberals and find them referring to this as one of 
the great blunders of Holy Writ. 

But there is another side to the story, though there are 
problems here, too. Everyone would, of course, recognize that 
the most influential historian writing today, and one of the 
greatest historians of modern times, is Arnold J. Toynbee. In 
an article, “Civilization on Trial,” which appeared in the 
Atlantic Monthly for June, 1942, is the following statement, 
which Christians may well put in their arsenal for the defense 
of the faith: 

“As a matter of fact, 4004 B.C. happens, though our 
ancestors did not know this, to be a quite important date: 
it approximately marks the first appearance of representa- 
tives of the species of human society called civilization.” 

Professor Toynbee repeats the idea on the following page: 
“The first appearance of representatives of this species of 
society (was) about six thousand years ago.” He says else- 
where that there were men on this earth thousands of years 
before that time, but what I am emphasizing here is the 
age of this species of human society, which is the only one 
to which the Bible refers, and the only one from which all 
living beings have descended.

The huge football stadium, commonly 
used for major sports events in the 
Southwest, was filled in what was said 
to be “the largest crowd ever to assemble 
in America for an evangelistic service.” 

Approximately 75,000 persons were 
present for climactic service on the final 
night. More than 500,000 attended the 
four-weeks-long series of meetings. 

The crusade also reached out to touch 
the lives of additional thousands through 
daily radio and television programs, and 
luncheon meetings. Scores of others were 
reported as deciding for Christ in the 
regular cottage prayer meetings held

daily throughout the city. 

Four one-day meetings were conducted 
by the Graham team in other Texas 
towns, including Tyler, Amarillo, Lub- 
bock and Wichita Falls. 

“IT don’t have words enough to express 
my gratitude to the Lord and to the 
people of the Dallas area for their won- 
derful response,’ Graham said. “I’ve 
seen successful crusades before, but never 
anything like this. 

“But the real success of the crusade 
was not merely the number of people 
attending services, but in the changed

lives that came out of the campaign. 
That is something that cannot be ac- 
counted for in attendance figures,” Gra- 
ham declared. 

Standing before the great throng on 


the closing night, Evangelist Graham °- 


asked for the lights to be extinguished, 
then lighted a match which he held aloft 
as a symbol of his own testimony. He 
then asked that matches (which had 
been distributed as the crowd entered 
the stadium) be lighted by everyone, and 
a great blaze of light swept up into the 
Texas sky and the stadium became a 
great circle of thousands of flickering 
lights.

With no public building available for 
the Wells’ revival. campaign, the group 
moved into a dilapidated, abandoned 
schoolhouse. Improvements were instant- 
ly made, including installation of lights, 
rental of chairs, and other necessities 
provided for by neighborhood Christians. 

An energetic house-to-house visitation 
by the pastor and evangelist succeeded 
in bringing many to the services who 
otherwise would not have attended. Two 
results of the meetings were the birth 
of a Sunday school and the baptism of 
seven persons in the Kingston United 
Baptist Church.

Island Premiere 


— premiere of a film always causes 
excitement, whether it’s a West Coast 

production being shown in the largest 
movie theater, or a missionary film hav- 
ing a first showing at the First Church. 
All pictures have their premiere, and 
most have a series of them, but only once 
in a locality. 

There is one isolated locality which re- 
cently had a premiere of premieres with 
the film “God of Creation.” The place is 
a good sized island named Chira, situated 
in the tropical waters of the Gulf of Ni- 
coya. This gulf lies on the Pacific side of 
the little Central American republic of 
Costa Rica. 

The occasion called for a number of 
“firsts.” This Moody film was the first 
moving picture ever seen on the island.

In fact, it was the first time the is- 
landers had ever had electricity. And 
then it came as a part of the island’s first 
Bible and Evangelistic Conference. 

Add to these another “first” in the 
building used. It was only a temporary 
structure, but the people made it of ma- 
terials already gathered for their first 
church. When finished, the church will 
be the first one on the island of Chira. 
Not just the first Evangelical church, but 
the first church. The greater part of the 
700 population are nominally Catholics, 
but they have never had a church build- 
ing.

The conference was a real co-operative 
effort. To begin with, the film is a Moody 
Institute of Science production. The Cen- 
tral American Mission sponsored the con- 
ference, since the island is in its circuit. 
A representative of the American Bible 
Society was present to sell and show how 
to sell Bibles. And we of the Latin Amer- 
ica Mission did our part in bringing and 
showing the film. 


Last, but not least, a young North 
American marine biologist provided 
transportation from the mainland. A sin- 
cere Christian, he fishes for the govern- 
ment and for the Lord, too. On this 
occasion he was able to arrange the itin- 
erary of his launch to help us out. He 
took us to a point near the island where 
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we could transfer to the speedboat of the 
C.A.M. missionary. All of this was an- 
other “first” for us—the first time every 
connection was perfect. From plane to 
taxi to launch to speedboat and back 
again without a hitch! 

But the “first of firsts” was for those 
who came to see the Lord as their Saviour 
for the first time. We had the rare priv- 
ilege of introducing fully 50 per cent of 
our congregation to the modern invention 
of the “movies” and of giving them the 
gospel at the same time. Some of the 
175 already knew the Lord, but most did 
not. 

Before the “sermon on film,” since the 
people might miss some of the scientific 
argument, a pastor from the mainland 
spoke. He profusely illustrated his talk 
with word pictures of what they were go- 
ing to see on the screen. Then came the 
film. As a result of the evening some pro- 
fessions of faith were made. 

Truly here was a series of firsts that 
gives them a claim to an all-time pre- 
miere! 


Missionary News 
What about Colombia? 


“Revolution in Colombia! President 
Ousted! Army Takes Over!” 

Many read such statements in their 
newspapers or heard them over the radio 
in mid-June. What had happened? Who 
was in control? Could it be that the reign 
of terror for Liberals and Protestants was 
ended? Just what did the revolution 
mean? 

The facts were simple. The Conserva- 
tive government of Laureano Gomez, 
with the support of the clergy, had been 
getting more and more dictatorial. Not 
only were they harrying Liberals and 
Protestants, but it looked as if the rest 
of the people would soon lose their demo- 
cratic freedom. 

A revision of the constitution was al- 
ready under way. Many were becoming 
concerned. The country was in a con- 
tinuous state of unrest; Colombians were 
killing and being killed; the economy of 
the country was suffering, and its reputa- 
tion in other lands was at a low ebb. 

On June 13 the ailing President Gomez, 
who had temporarily stepped out of of- 
fice, decided to resume the presidency. 
One of his first acts was to order the re- 
moval of General Gustavo Rojas Pinilla, 
of the Colombian army. That was the 
end. Rojas Pinilla acted quickly. Within 
a few hours he had seized the government 
in a bloodless coup, and Gomez once more 
prepared to go into exile to Spain. 

Before assuming the presidency him- 
self, General Rojas offered it to two of 
the more moderate Conservative leaders. 
Both declined. Then Rojas took over, 
pending new elections, which he prom- 
ises will be “clean.” Meanwhile he has 
pledged himself to put an end to the 
bloodshed, to see that there are “no 
more quarrels among the sons of Colom- 
bia.”

It is impossible to predict the outcome. 
The present government is still of a Con- 
servative type, which means that it is al- 
lied with the wealthy landowners and the 
clergy. But it is more moderate than its 
predecessor. It is not likely that the 
violent persecutions which marked the 
former administration will soon be re- 
newed. In fact, it looks as if the Protes- 
tants may be allowed a greater measure 
of toleration, if not real liberty. 

For one group of missionaries the 
change of government could not have 
come at a more propitious time. Just a 
few days before, the two couples and one 
single young woman of the Evangelical 
Union of South America had cabled home 
from Valledupar, “Work crisis imminent! 
Pray! Danger!” : 

The situation had been working up to 
a climax. In May the local priest had 
persuaded the mayor to send police to 
close up the gospel services. Police perse- 
cution even extended to those who visited 
the missionaries in their home. But the 
army intervened, and for a time the 
meetings were allowed to continue. 

A new and more violent blow was being 
planned, however. On the night before 
the cable was sent, the mayor proclaimed 
a great mass meeting of Roman Catho- 
lics for Sunday afternoon, June 14. It 
was to be held in an open park near the 
missionaries’ home. Every effort was 
made to get as large a crowd as possible. 
Even the children in fe schools were re- 
hearsed in songs against the missionaries. 
This time the army held aloof. A mis- 
sionary wrote: 


“Saturday came with no prospect but 
to face an infuriated mob with no vis- 
ible protection. In our hearts we pre- 
pared for the supreme sacrifice, if the 
Lord would have it that way. The be- 
lievers made the same decision. One 
left his wife and family in the moun- 
tains to come to the brethren here in 
this crucial hour. He consoled himself 
that ‘precious in the sight of the Lord 
is the death of his saints.’ 

“Saturday night before retiring came 
word that the president of this land 
[Gomez], who has been the agent of 
most of its recent ills, had again re- 
sumed full control. We slept. 

“At 5:30 this a.m., June 14, we got up 
to begin another half day of prayer. 
Then a neighbor dashed over with the 
startling news, ‘The government of 
Colombia has been overthrown!’ 

In a midnight discofrse the new mili- 
tary president had declared liberty of 
religion in Colombia. 

“The mayor is out of office. The po- 
lice are changed.* The teeth are all 
pulled from this monster just nine day- 
light hours before it was to get us out, 
dead or alive. The world around stops 
to congratulate us, while with tears of 
joy we bow our heads to worship Him 
who has delivered us from the mouth 
of the lion.”

Life’s Africa 

In many ways the May 4 issue of Life 
magazine was outstanding. Dedicated to 
the continent of Africa, it presented an 
up-to-date, comprehensive picture which 
was remarkable in a popular magazine. 
The editors appeared to have spared no 
expense in getting ample picture cover- 
age, and the accompanying articles were 
very informative. 

But a signed article by South African 
novelist Stuart Cloete touched off the ex- 
plosion of indignation. Cloete’s most ob- 
jectionable statement was very brief. He 
said, “I have found that except for those 
trained by the Catholics, the missions 
seem not to have produced satisfactory 
or trustworthy converts. This at least is 
the consensus among those who have em- 
ployed mission boys.” This statement was 
made more positive and emphatic when 
the editors wrote under a picture of a 
Catholic service in the Belgian Congo, 
“‘Catholic church,’ says Cloete, ‘makes 
better converts than does Protestant.’” 

Such a sweeping indictment of some 
millions of African Protestant Christians 
is utterly inexcusable. An author is en- 
titled to his personal prejudices. But he 
is not entitled to publish those prejudices 
as established fact. Neither should an 
editor approve such a statement, for 
which not the slightest proof is presented. 
The word “consensus” sounds technical, 
but it means just the same as the old 
gossips’ stand-by, “Everybody says...” 

Actually it would be an easy job for a 
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prejudiced observer to find abundant evi- 
dence in support of the opposite view. 
Take, for example, the claim that Catho- 
lic government officials in Portuguese 
East Africa have stated that they prefer 
to hire Africans trained in the Protestant 
mission school at Mihecani. Or the com- 
ment volunteered by a Jewish merchant, 
long resident in South Africa, who said 
that “servants trained in Catholic mis- 
sions are terrible thieves and given to 
dishonesty and untruth.” 

What is the truth? Look around and 
see for yourself. There are many who 
bear the name of Christian, both Protes- 
tant and Roman Catholic. One may be- 
lieve, if he wishes, that one group or the 
other makes the more sincere Christians. 
But that doesn’t make it so. It doesn’t 
even make it true if you happen to be an 
outstanding novelist. 

It is to be regretted that a popular 
national magazine should make itself a 
channel for the spreading of prejudice 
and misinformation. 


The African Challenge 
Starts Building 

The African Challenge, the popular 
magazine published for English-speaking 
Africans by the Sudan Interior Mission, 
is starting its third year of publication 
with a major building project. Since July, 
1951, when the paper was first printed in 
the port city of Lagos, Nigeria, the mis- 
sion has been looking for suitable prop- 
erty. It finally obtained a ninety-nine- 
year lease on five acres outside of Lagos. 
Now it is building a modern printing 
plant with offices and staff homes, at an 
initial cost of $58,000. 

From the new premises The African 
Challenge will seek to extend its present 
circulation, which now reaches into eigh- 
teen countries. The main circulation is 
in West Africa, but the SIM hopes to 
cover the continent with evangelical lit- 
erature produced in Africa from an Af- 
rican viewpoint. Such an attempt will 
help to counteract the great volume of 
literature already being distributed by 
false cults, materialistic concerns, and 
Communism. 


Largest Candidate School 

One hundred two missionary candi- 
dates—this was the number enrolled in 
the recent orientation classes of The 
Evangelical Alliance Mission in Chicago. 
During twenty-five days the candidates 
received instruction in such things as 
the history, organization, methods and 
Objectives of their mission. Thirty ex- 
perienced missionaries told them how 
the work is being done today, and 
answered their questions. 

It is interesting to note that forty-three 
of the candidates, or slightly less than 
half, were men. Since the 614 mission- 
aries of TEAM are divided among a 
variety of fields, it is not surprising that 
these young people are planning to serve 
in not less than twelve different regions. 
The largest number, nineteen, is looking 
toward Japan.

groups and denominations met to review 
past accomplishments and map out pro- 
grams for the year ahead. 


New Canadian Council 


In Toronto a new Canadian Council 
of Evangelical Protestant Churches, pat- 
terned after the American Council of 
Christian Churches, was established at 
the meeting of the Canadian Regional 
Conference of the International Council 
of Christian Churches. Dr. T. T. Shields, 
of Toronto, was elected first president 
of the new organization. 

Other action at the regional confer- 
ence included rejection of the Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible as a 
“perversion of the truth,” and because 
it spoils the “beauty, the rhythm, the 
age-worn music of the Authorized Ver- 
sion.” 

Duncan Macgregor, of Sault Ste Marie, 
was elected conference president; Earl 
V. Phillips, of Winnipeg, and H. G. 
Sweetland, of Fredericton, N.B., vice- 
presidents, and Mrs. Clifford J. Rogers, 
of Tilbury, Ont., secretary. 


Welcome Additions 


In Minneapolis, Minn., the Evangelical 
Free Church of America was told the 
denomination had established twenty- 
four new churches during the past year. 
The report of Dr. A. T. Olson, president, 
revealed that 331 churches, totaling 23,- 
000 members, now comprise the denomi- 
nation. 

Other convention highlights included 
a vote to erect missionary apartment 
homes in Caracas, Venezuela, and Hong 
Kong; and presentation of a check for 
$27,000 by the Women’s Missionary So- 
ciety for the new $80,000 hospital being 
erected in the Belgian Congo. The con- 
vention also created a nine-man Sunday 
school board. Arley L. Bragg, of Chicago, 
was re-elected moderator and vice-presi- 
dent. 

Meeting at the same time, the Free 
Church Youth Fellowship adopted a 
budget of $18,000. It named Robert 
Peterson, of Chicago, president and Wes- 
ley Carlson, of Rockford, Ill., executive 
secretary. 
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Translation Only 

The Conservative Baptist Association 
of America meeting in Portland, Ore., 
unanimously rejected the Revised Stand- 
ard Version of the Bible as an authorized 
version, saying it should be given “the 
status of modern speech translations 
only.” 

The association also passed a resolu- 
tion recognizing the “danger of Com- 
munism and other subversive influences, 
and that we approve the efforts of Con- 
gress to expose these influences. We hold 
that the clergy as citizens are also sub- 
ject to investigation.” 

More than 1,200 delegates attended the 
convention, at which it was announced 
that sixty-two new churches have been 
organized this year. The convention also 
commissioned thirteen foreign mission- 
aries. : 


Three Years to Weigh 


Meeting in Houston, delegates to the 

forty-second convention of the Lutheran 
Church-Missouri Synod approved a 
three-year study of the question of mem- 
bership in the Lutheran World Federa- 
tion. _ 
The delegates asked the denomina- 
tion’s president, Dr. John W. Behnken, 
to appoint a three-member commission 
to consider the question and to submit 
its recommendations by January 1, 1955, 
to all pastors and congregations of the 
synod, so that a decision may be reached 
at the next synodical convention in St. 
Paul, Minn., in 1956. 

A move to halt co-operation with the 
National Lutheran Council in the 
Lutheran Service Commission was de- 
feated. In another resolution the con- 
vention declared the synod does not 
formally endorse any translation of the 
Bible as “official,” but that the original 
texts of the Scripture constitute the 
“sole authority for the doctrines of the 
Missouri Synod.” 

The convention also decided to sell one 
of the synod’s ten preparatory junior col- 
leges, Concordia College at Fort Wayne, 
Ind., and to erect a new two-year senior 
college in the Fort Wayne area. 


Christian Olympics? 

An idea for a Christian Olympics 
sports spectacle was advanced at the 
ninth annual convention of Youth for 
Christ at Winona Lake, Ind. The YFC 
leaders said that the “Olympics idea 
would bring together outstanding Chris- 
tian athletes” and “would serve to im- 
press high school youngsters with the 
idea that religion is not just for weak- 
lings.” 

The 3,000 delegates voted to extend the 
YFC high school Bible clubs to foreign 
countries, increase its program of guid- 
ance for youthful inmates of penal in- 
stitutions, and to set up a new clothing 
and food relief program to be known as 
the Women’s Auxiliary Relief Ministry. 

George Clunis, 18, of Detroit, Mich., 
won the YFC preacher’s contest, and 
William Nothelfer, 15, of Turlock, Calif., 
won the contest for song leaders. 

Dr. Robert A. Cook and Dr. Billy 
Graham were re-elected president and 
vice-president for their sixth consecutive 
terms. Dr. Robert A. Pierce was elected

second vice-president; Ed Darling, secre- 
tary, and Dr. Frank Phillips, treasurer. 


More Deadly Than Atom 

Charges that crime and sex exploita- 
tion on television are more dangerous to 
American youth than the atomic bomb 
were heard during Moody Bible Institute 
Week at Winona Lake, Ind. The charges 
were made by Louis King, Chicago House 
of Correction chaplain. 

“Such television programs cause a 
fever of the mind, tuberculosis of the 
heart and cancer of the soul,” King said. 

Evangelist George Sweeting, who re- 
cently visited army and refugee camps in 
Germany, told a conference audience 
that “dictators have tried to destroy the 
Word of God, but the Bible stil! outlives, 
outlasts, outranks and outsells all other 
books.” 

Dr. William Ward Ayer told the dele- 
gates, “We must stop forcing our na- 
tional philosophy on the world. .. . We’ve 
tried alms; we've tried dollars; but we’ve 
sadly neglected to give to these people 
[Europeans] those spiritual fibers that 
have made this country so great.” He 
added, “The U.S.A. has been chosen of 
God to spread the gospel and knowledge 
of the Bible to the ends of the earth.” 

The Moody Week conference was 
sponsored by the Alumni Association. 
Herbert Lockyer Jr., executive secretary 
of the Association, was chairman of the 
sessions. 


In Memory 

Meanwhile in Chicago, young Luther- 
ans of the Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod opened the sixtieth anniversary 
convention of the International Walther 
League with a memorial service for 
Korean war dead. The nearly 1,200 dele- 
gates represented 3,600 youth groups, 
with 80,000 members in the U.S., Canada, 
Mexico and Great Britain. 

Dr. John W. Behnken, synod presi- 
dent, preached the installation sermon 
as Elmer N. Witt was installed as league 
executive secretary. Development of a 
youth evangelism program was one of 
the principal problems discussed. 


Storm Over Washington 

The stormy question of whether Com- 
munist supporters are lurking among 
some elements of the Protestant clergy 
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will apparently continue to rumble over 
Washington and the nation—at least 
until early fall. At that time, probably 
“after October 1,” J. B. Matthews, the 
man who brought on a substantial part 
of the clash, has been promised a hear- 
ing before the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee. 

Matthews until recently was executive 
director of Senator McCarthy’s Senate 
Investigations subcommittee, and a 
decade ago served as chief investigator 
for the House Un-American Activities 
Committee. In a recent magazine article 
he charged that the Communist party 
has a large body of support in the 
Protestant clergy and that 7,000 Prot- 
estant clergymen are pro-Communist. 
He has maintained that he can support 
his charges. Senator Harry Byrd has 
asked the FBI to confirm or deny the 
Matthews charges. 

Meanwhile Methodist Bishop G. Brom- 
ley Oxnam has appeared before the 
House Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee at his own request to answer attacks 
made on him in the committee hearing 
room. Among these is the statement by 
Representative Donald Jackson of Cali- 
fornia that the bishop “served God on 
Sunday and the Communist front the 
rest of the week.” 

Bishop Oxnam has accused the com- 
mittee of promoting what he called a 
“new and vicious expression of Ku Klux- 
ism.” He said accusations linking him 
with Communist front organizations are 
based on files in the committee’s offices 
and on reports resulting from what he 
called “inexcusable incompetence of 
slanted selection.” 


Traveler's Call 

In 1928 G. A. Lundmark left a good 
position as an executive with the Apex 
Washing Machine Company in Chicago. 
The reason: an opportunity to enter full- 
time Christian service with the Home of 
Onesiphorus, faith mission for the care 
of orphans in China. As its director he 
saw the work extended to provide a home

for needy boys and girls in Bible lands.

quarter century’s service. The banquet 
was also an occasion for saying farewell 
to Mr. Lundmark, who was about to 
leave to visit mission orphanages in 
Hong Kong and the Holy Land. 

Director Lundmark devoted special 
attention to training an associate in the 
home details of the work; said his fare- 
wells to friends and family more ear- 
nestly than was his usual custom as a 
traveler. He then left by plane for Europe 
on the first lap of his trip. From across 
the Atlantic flashed the word: while 
waiting for breakfast in his hotel room 
in Paris, G. A. Lundmark had finished 
his earthly work. 

Funeral services were held in the Lake 
View Gospel Church in Chicago of which 
he had been chairman for twenty-seven 
years, with interment in that city. 


Attacking Liquor Ads 

A crusade against the newspaper, 
magazine, radio and television advertis- 
ing of alcoholic liquors is being launched 
on a nation-wide scale by the Committee 
Against Liquor Advertising, 209 Ninth 
St., Pittsburgh, Pa., according to Chair- 
man R. H. Martin. The committee is 
sponsored by the Nationai Temperance 
and Prohibition Council. 

The committee has published a four- 
page circular containing information on 
leading magazines which accept liquor 
advertisements. A list of persons to 
whom protests may be addressed is in- 
cluded, as well as suggestions on how to 
make the protests more effective. 

While the main purpose of the crusade 
is to protest against media using liquor 
advertisements, the circular also includes 
commendation of media that do not ac- 
cept such advertising, Dr. Martin says. 


“If This Be Treason—" 

Four leaders of Czechoslovakia’s Bap- 
tist Church have been condemned to 
five to eighteen years’ imprisonment on 
charges of espionage and high treason. 
It was charged they had been under 
orders of the World Baptist Union in the 
U.S. which directed their “subversive” 
activities. Probably the most “damag- 


ing” admission by the defendants was 
the fact that their church had received 
$40,000 from the American’ Baptist 
Church over a period of several years. 
This the prosecution construed to be 
payment for the alleged espionage. 

Other news from around the world in- 
cludes the following: 

SCOTLAND—Paul B. Smith, associate 
pastor of the People’s Church, Toronto, 
Can., and Johnny Ambrose, gospel singer, 
have completed the first in a series of 
British Coronation Campaigns in Edin- 
burgh in the Carrubber’s Close Mission. 
The evangelist preached on the subject 
“The Christian and Worldly Amuse- 
ments.” This was his second visit to 
“The Close.” 

FRANCE—A chapel to seat 300 has 
been opened in Supreme Headquarters, 
Allied Powers in Europe (SHAPE) near 
Paris, according to a news report. The 
next sentence of the report, however, is 
less reassuring: the chapel is designed 
to be used successively by Protestants, 
Roman Catholics, Jews, Greek Ortho- 
dox and Mohemmedans. Formerly mili- 
tary personnel attached to SHAPE met 
for prayers in one of the rooms of the 
camp or attended one of the local 
churches. 

GERMANY—.Lutheran World Relief is 
shipping 500,000 pounds of food here to 
help needy persons in the East Zone, Dr. 
Paul C. Empie, executive director of the 
National Lutheran Council, announces. 
Though direct food shipment to the 
Soviet Zone has not been possible for 
several years, Empie said LWR is send- 
ing the shipment “because we expect it 
probably will be permitted into the zone 
at this time since the food shortage is 
critical throughout East Germany.” 

JAPAN—Chaplain Harmon D. Moore, 
a minister of the Methodist Church, has 
been awarded the Legion of Merit for his 
work at the Tokyo Chapel Center. Chap- 
lain Moore entered the service from 
Wedowee, Ala. The citation accompany- 
ing the award states in part: “Through 
his spiritual guidance the religious pro- 
gram of the center was made most effec-

77, NATHAN J. STONE 
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Hating Our Enemies* 


In Matthew 5:43 we read, “Ye have 
heard that it hath been said, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor, and hate thine ene- 
my.” By whom were the words “and 
hate thine enemy” said? Did God say 
it, or did the Israelites infer it?—L. B., 
Oregon 

It is nowhere commanded in the Bible 
that “thou shalt hate thine enemy,” nor 
is it to be inferred as the opposite of 
loving one’s neighbor. The word hate is 
sometimes used in the Old Testament as 
expressing the attitude of God’s people 
toward their enemies, but only in the 
sense that they are the enemies of God, 
and of His truth and mercy. The Israel- 
ites were thus in a sense the haters of 
the Canaanites and Amalekites whom 
they were commanded of God to destroy 
as the executioners of God’s justice and 
judgment. 

Unfortunately Israel’s spiritual leaders 
extended this principle of the hatred of 
evil to indulgence in private enmity and 
hatred, and thus distorted and stereo- 
typed it. It was this rabbinic teaching 
the Lord Jesus was quoting. Bound up 
with this was the narrow interpretation 
in Israel of the word neighbor, which 
included only one’s own people, while the 
outside world came to be regarded as 
natural enemies (which in a sense was 
true). It would be quite in accord with 
ancient rabbinic interpretation and logic 
to infer the opposite for a so-called 
enemy to what had been commanded 
toward a friend or neighbor. But the law 
itself gave no sanction to such an in- 
ference. There were express laws to the 
contrary (Exod. 23:4, 5; Deut. 23:7). 

+++ 
CONFESSING CHRIST 

As a believing and rejoicing Chris- 
tian, how can I confess Christ and how 
can i remove my fear of confessing 
Him?—S. J., Wisconsin 

You evidently understand that by con- 
fessing Christ is meant witnessing to 
others concerning your own experience 
of Him and all that He means to you. 
This serves the double purpose of en- 
couraging and strengthening those who 
do believe in Him, and revealing to those 
who do not, their need of Him as Saviour. 
There is no doubt that this is what is 
meant by confessing Christ with the 
mouth in Romans 10:9, 10, when com- 
pared with many other Scriptures, es- 
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pecially in the book of Acts. It means 
to speak for Him with our lips at every 
opportunity that presents itself, not only 
in public worship, but by the wayside 
and in the ordinary occupations and con- 
tacts of life. David said: “My mouth 
shall tell cut thy righteousness and thy 
salvation all the day long” (Ps. 71:15). 
The very nature of the gospel and the 
need of man implies all this, and it is 
difficult to see how a genuine and joyful 
experience can endure without thus ex- 
pressing itself. 

As for the fear of confessing Him, we 
must remember that the Lord Jesus 
promised the Holy Spirit to all who be- 
lieve in Him to help them to be wit- 
nesses (John 15:26, 27; 14:26; 16:7-10; 
Luke 24:48, 49). The apostles themselves 
were thus transformed from fearfulness 
to bold witnesses (Acts 4:13, 31). To be 
afraid to witness is to fear man more 
than God (Ps. 56:4). Pray for boldness 
(Acts 4:29-31); put away fear (I John 
4:18); then go right out to confess Him 
to someone (Ps. 119:46). 


+++ 
RENEWED REPENTANCE 


Will you please explain Hebrews 6: 
4-6. Who are they of whom it is said, 
“It is impossible for those who were 
once enlightened . .. if they shall fall 
away, to renew them again unto repent- 
ance” ?—L, S., Illinois 

This epistle was directed to Jewish 
Christians and to the Jewish people as 
a whole living in the land of Palestine 
before the destruction of the temple, so 
it has something of a nationalistic aspect. 
The people particularly addressed here 
were not believers, although interested 
and seekers, yet all the striking terms 
mentioned in this passage could be ap- 
plied to them. For of that whole nation 
to which had been committed the oracles 
of God (Rom. 3:2) it could certainly be 
said that they had been “enlightened” 
and had “tasted of the heavenly gift,” 
and had even been “made partakers of 
the Holy Ghost,” who had been mani- 
fested among them throughout their his- 
tory, and they had “tasted the good word 
of God, and the powers of the age to 
come.” ; 

That they were not believers is borne 
out by Hebrews 10:39, which makes a 
contrast between those spoken of in 
Hebrews 6:4-6 and those who were gen- 


uine believers. For genuine believers are 
not those who shrink back to loss as 
these were doing, but those who have 
faith unto the saving of the soul. The 
writer was exhorting such to go on from 
the elementary things of Judaism which 
enabled them to grasp the principles of 
Christ (6:1, 2), and to enter into the 
fullness of faith. To turn their backs 
upon Him after all this, as they were 
tempted to do because of the persecu- 
tions of the temple against the Church, 
would be to irrevocably harden their 
hearts against the truth and so to render 
repentance to life impossible. 

That this was true of the nation as a 
whole is evidenced by the destruction of 
the temple, and their exile from the land 
very soon after, and by their spiritual 
condition to this day. It may well be 
that there were even then many nominal 
“professors” within the Church whom 
the writer had particularly in mind and 
whom he sought to encourage to genuine 
faith and acceptance. 

+++ 
JESUS AND THE SWORD 

Will you please explain the words of 
Matthew 10:34, “Think not that I am 
come to send peace on earth: I came 
not to send peace, but a sword.” In 
Luke 12:51, in the same connection, the 
word division is found instead of sword. 
—G. R., Illinois 

The word sword here has no connec- 
tion with war as such. It must be taken 
in the same sense as division in Luke 
12:51. The Lord Jesus knew that His 
coming and acceptance would result in 
strife and division even within the fam- 
ily circle, especially among the Jews, as 
it frequently does to this day. He indeed 
came to bring peace (Eph. 2:14) and is 
the Prince of Peace (Isa. 9:6), but the 
strife would be occasioned by those who 
reject Him. He is therefore simply pre- 
senting the truth in the form of a seem- 
ing paradox, by which this strife and 
division are stated as a purpose and to 
be accepted for the greater good that 
lay beyond them. 

The word sword may also be taken here 
in a narrower setting as referring to the 
Jews in their land (cf. Matt. 10:5, 6) 
They were thinking of Messiah’s advent 
in terms of national liberation and ma- 
terial prosperity. But Christ had not then 
come for such a purpose. And since they 
would not receive Him as Redeemer and 
Saviour from sin. He foresaw for them 
in their rejecting Him, the Roman sword 
and destruction as the culminating act 
of national disobedience and rebellion.

STRANGE FIRE 


What is the strange fire mentioned 
in Leviticus 10:1 offered by the two sons 
of the high priest Aaron, and for which 
they themselves were devoured by fire? 
—F. R., Indiana 

Leviticus 9:24 declares that “there 
came a fire out from before the Lord, and 
consumed upon the altar” all the sacri- 
fices upon it. This was the visible mani- 
festation of the divine favor and approval 
of all that had been done in the conse- 
cration of the tabernacle and in the 
institution of the priesthood. It was a 
most solemn occasion in Israel’s history 
as the people responded in adoring wor- 
ship at such marked manifestation of

the divine presence. The bringing of this 
“strange fire” was therefore a brazen act 
of sacrilege and flagrant disregard of the 
divine requirement (Lev. 16:12). 

Because of the extreme solemnity of 
the occasion it met with summary and 
most drastic judgment. While Nadab and 
Abihu transgressed in several respects, 
their greatest sin was in ignoring the 
sacreu fire of Jehovah to offer the com- 
mon fire of man’s kindling. In its appli- 
cation it stands for the self-will in re- 
ligion and worship as opposed to God’s 
will, for man’s way as against God’s way, 
and there is much of it in these days. 

In this critical moment in the nation’s 
spiritual history God vindicated His holy 
law and showed that it could not be vio- 
lated with impunity by high or low. It 
is worth observing that immediately fol- 
lowing this incident there is the pro- 
hibition of intoxicating drink (Lev. 10:9), 
suggesting that Nadab and Abihu may 
have been under its influence, and there- 
fore unclean and unholy, as suggested in 
verse 10, and so unfit for the divine 
service.

Two infidels once sat in a railway car 
discussing Christ’s wonderful life. One 
of them said, “I think an interesting 
romance could be written about Him.” 
The other replied, “And you are just 
the man to write it. Set forth the correct 
view of His life and character. Tear 
down the prevailing sentiment as to His 
divineness and paint Him as He was— 
a man among men.”

The more he studied His life and charac- 
ter the more profoundly he was con- 
vinced that He was more than a man 
among men; until at length, like the 
centurion under the cross, he was con- 
strained to cry, “Verily, this was the 
Son of God.”

THAT UNSAVED HUSBAND 


ETER is writing to Christian wives who 

are trying to win their unsaved hus- 
bands to the Lord (I Pet. 3:1-6). These 
men are of that stiff-necked, unpersua- 
sible type (“obey not,” aredéw, apeithed, 
that will not be persuaded) who will not 
listen to the gospel. The apostle exhorts 
these wives to be in subjection to them, 
in order that they may without a word 
(the definite article is not in the Greek) 
from the wives be won to the Lord. 

These women had explained the gospel 
time after time to them. Now Peter tells 
them that they are to stop speaking to 
their husbands about the Lord lest they 
get to nagging, and instead, live a Christ- 
like life before them (‘“‘conversation,” 
manner of life). The husbands will be 
convicted of their lost condition while 
they view, attentively (behold, éomreiw, 
epopteuod), the chaste manner of life of 
their wives, which manner of life is 
characterized by a reverential awe of 
God (fear). 

But these Christian wives were dress- 
ing like the world. Juvenal, a pagan 
writer, says, “The attendants will vote on 
the dressing of the hair as if a question 
of reputation or life were at stake, so 
great is the trouble she takes in quest of 
beauty.” Clement, a Church Father, says 
that “the women do not even touch their 
own heads for fear of disturbing their 
hair, and sleep comes to them with ter- 
ror lest they should unawares spoil their 
coiffures.” What the Word of God forbids 
the Christian woman is a conspicuous, 
extravagant, too intricate artificiality in 
the manner of wearing the hair. 

She is forbidden (A.V.) to wear gold. 
“Wear” is repiridnu, (peritithémi) , “to put 
around.” The Christian woman must not 
hang jewels around her person as one 
hangs ornaments on a Christmas tree. 
As to the putting on of apparel, the word 
speaks of outer clothing. The translators 
of the A.V. caught the meaning of the 
apostle in their use of the word apparel 
rather than clothing. The former is for 
display, the latter for the protection of 
the body. 

Instead of depending upon an outward 
display of worldly finery to attract their 
husbands to the Lord, Peter exhorts these 
wives to depend upon the outward ex- 
pression of an inward Christlike life. 
Peter is not forbidding the wearing of 
the hair in a pleasing, Christ-glorifying 
fashion, nor the wearing of jewelry, nor 
the donning of attractive clothing. He is 
forbidding a lavish display of these things 
and dependence upon them as a means of 
the wife ingratiating herself with her 
husband. The modernism of the woman’s 
appearance nullifies the fundamentalism 
of her gospel message. The greatest power 
in the universe next to God’s power is 
that of a holy life. It will speak to an 
unsaved husband in words so powerful 
that he cannot resist them.

Counsel tor Christians 
Titus 2:7, 8; 3:1-11 
MEMORY SELECTION: And let ours 
also learn to maintain good works for 
necessary uses, that they be not unfruit- 
jful—tTitus 3:14. 


Christians must live in this world, and 
hence it is of the utmost importance that 
they maintain the right kind of testimony 
before the men with whom they live. 
The epistles of Paul are full of admoni- 
tions to good works, but that is especially 
true of the pastoral epistles, which in- 
clude the letter to Titus, Paul’s “partner 
and fellow helper” (II Cor. 8:23). 

As believers we should conduct our- 
selves in proper manner toward unbe- 
lievers because we know the situation in 
which they find themselves. We were 
there, and by the grace of God we were 
redeemed. Now God’s grace in our lives 
should show in the good works (and that 
includes more than praying and preach- 
ing) which we carry out. This is effective 
witness for God. 

To place everything in proper sequence, 
we shall take the verses of our lesson in 
a somewhat changed order, as we are 
first reminded that we, like all men, were 


I. By Nature—Lost (3:3) 

This is God’s picture of the unbeliever, 
and while it is not too pleasant to con- 
template, it does give an unretouched 
portrait of the man and woman without 
Christ. 

He’s “foolish,” that is, essentially ir- 
rational in his course of living without 
God. He is “disobedient” to the law of 
God; in fact, he finds it impossible to 
fully obey. He may think himself wise, 
but he is actually “deceived,” misled by 
Satan. He thinks his desires and “pleas- 
ures” are serving him, when he is really 
a man in bondage to them. Such a life 
makes a man hateful, and hateful peo- 
ple are soon “hating one another.” The 
whole world is full of “malice and envy.” 

True it is that one’s rearing and a 
measure of culture keep these things 
under cover, but who will deny that this 
was indeed the state of his heart before 
he came to Christ? That’s why we are 
so glad to testify that man may be 


II. By Grace—Saved (3:4-7) 

Ah, but those three words are sweet to 
the believer’s ears. We are (or may be) 
saved— 

1. “Not by works” (v. 5). 

It seems that man is determined in 
some way or another to try to be saved 
by works. The flesh wants it that way; 
but God says, “Not of works, lest any 
man should boast” (Eph. 2:9). The works 
come after salvation, not before. 

2. “By his grace” (v. 7). 

We deserved nothing but the just con- 
demnation for our sin, and then God in

His mercy saved us. Grace has been well 
defined as “unmerited favor.” 

3. “Made heirs” (v. 7). 

Saved—satisfied, but that is not all, for 
down through eternity there is the “hope” 
(and that word means “confident ex- 
pectation,” in Scripture) of this marvel- 
ous “eternal life.” It’s a great thing to be 
a Christian! Remember that “eternal” 
as it refers to this life has to do with 
quality as well as quantity.

Ill. By Holy Living—Witnesses (2:7, 
8; 3:8, 9 

Redeemed men are to be “examples of 
good works” by being 

1. Sound in doctrine and testimony 
(2:7, 8). 

The real “good works” of a Christian 
are a fruit (Gal. 5:22, 23) which grows 
out of uncorrupted doctrine, and a 
solemn awareness Of the seriousness of 
our mission as believers. We need a new 
emphasis on both points in our day! 


2. Subject to authority (3:1) 

Rulers are mentioned, as we are re- 
minded anew thatSreal patriotism is an 
essential part of Omristian living. We may 
as well face it—the decay of our national 
life will follow spiritual decline. 

President Eisenhower spoke _ wisely 
when he said recently, “A government 
without a foundation of deep religious 
faith makes no sense.” 

3. Meek and kind to all men (v. 2) 

Meekness is not weakness. Gentleness 
is the crowning attribute of strong men 
and women. The “contentious” brawler 
is a weakling. Great men are simple in 
their wants, kind in spirit and gentle to- 
ward others. Belonging to Christ makes a 
man great. 

4. Maintaining good works and avoiding 
evil (3:8-11) 

The word “profitable” in verse 8 is of 
special interest, for Paul speaks of just 
three things as being profitable in a 
man’s life: (1) godliness (I Tim. 4:8); 
(2) the Word of God (II Tim. 3:16); and 
(3) good works (Titus 3:8). How profit- 
able is your life? 

The emphasis in these verses is for the 
purpose of counteracting that persistent 
tendency of man to divorce morals from 
religion, and to profess a faith which 
does not touch his daily life. 

Good works must be maintained. We 
must give ourselves to the promotion of 
this side of our Christian experience. 

One way to do that is to keep out of 
the awful contention and bitterness 
which is such a prominent part of the 
life, even in the church. 

How to do it? Just “shun” the foolish 
and factious folk. Fighting with them 
dignifies their folly. Ignore them and go 
on with the busines of the Lord. Yes, we 


should try to help them (v. 10), but there 
is an end even to that effort. 

And now a final word. We should be 
reminded today that it is not enough to 
be fundamental in doctrine; we must 
maintain good works. That means help- 
ing the aged, providing for the needy 
children, reaching fallen men and women 
with kindness and love. We have been 
properly concerned about being orthodox 
in doctrine; let’s now be concerned about 
being orthodox in good works. 


September 27 
Brotherhood in Christ 
Philemon 8-21 
MEMORY SELECTION: There is neither 
Jew nor Greek, there is neither bond nor 
free, there is neither male nor female: 
for ye are all one in Christ Jesus.—Gala- 

tians 3:28. 


Christian brotherhood—that may not 
sound like one of the dynamic forces able 
to change the world, but if one will stop 
to think for a moment, it is evident that 
it has done just that, and is capable of 
equal effect in our day as it is permitted 
to have sway over the lives of men. 

Our lesson deals with a slave (in the 
days when slavery was an accepted cus- 
tom) who had become a Christian and 
was ready to be received into that broth- 
erhood. A letter is written in his behalf, 
which is of unusual charm, and a model 
of both conviction and consideration. 

Onesimus, who was a slave in Phile- 
mon’s household, apparently (v. 18) stole 
from his master and then escaped to 
the city of Rome, within whose mighty 
confines he expected to be beyond the 
reach of anyone who knew him. He reck- 
oned without God, who not only knew 
him (Ps. 139:7-12), but knew his need, 
and had one of His servants, the im- 
prisoned apostle Paul, in just the right 
place to meet him and to lead him to 
Christ. 

He was now “a brother beloved in the 
Lord” (v. 16), and for him Paul wrote a 
letter, personal and practical, yet eternal 
and spiritual in application. We include 
a few more verses than indicated for our 
printed lesson; in fact, the teacher will 
do well to take the whole epistle as his 
text. The letter begins with a word of 


I. Appreciation (vv. 4-7) 

After his introductory word, Paul 
speaks of his deep appreciation of Phile- 
mon’s hospitality, fellowship and faith. 
Is this flattery? No, for he is expressing 
his true feeling of love for a faithful 
brother. 

We need a revival of Christian cour- 
tesy, and of appreciation for friends and 
loved ones. The man or woman who 
thinks that to be true to Christ means 
that one must be rude and boorish can 
well learn a needed lesson today. Our 
Lord was always a gentleman, so was 
Paul, and so ought we to be—for His 
glory. 

Loving a brother like that quickly 
brings forth another fine Christian qual- 
ity, namely 


II. Consideration (vv. 8-14) 


Paul says, “I might be bold... yet I 
rather beseech thee.” He might have kept 
Onesimus and been silent. He needed him

(v. 13), but he said, “Without thy mind 
would I do nothing.” 

True Christian consideration respects 
the personal rights, yes, the property 
rights of another. We must not assume, 
or demand, or put pressure (v. 14) on 
anyone to gain our end. We may remind 
them of their indebtedness and offer an 
opportunity for generosity (v. 14). 

We have here a striking illustration of 
the candor and considerate thoughtful- 
ness which should characterize the deal- 
ings of Christians with one another. Let 
there be no careless tramping on the 
rights of others that our work may go 
forward. 

The one who had been a slave has now 
become a member of the household of 
Christ, and that brings before us the fact 
of 


III. Brotherhood (vv. 15, 16) 

Regeneration does not change a man’s 
social status as far as the world is con- 
cerned, but within the circle of God's 
children he at once becomes a “brother 
beloved”; and note that is true “both in 
the flesh and in the Lord” (v. 16). 

We need to have God anoint our eyes 
with His holy eye salve that we may look 
less at the “accidents” of birth, educa- 
tion, or social position, which may be 
magnified into divisive influence, and 
look more on the fact that in Christ we 
are brethren; yes, and let’s keep that 
other word in place too—‘brethren be- 
loved.” 

As brethren we are to live and labor 
together in a common cause in a glori- 
ous 


IV. Partnership (v. 17) 

Partners share both the benefits and 
the burdens of their joint enterprise. Paul 
reminds Philemon that as partners in 
the gospel they had shared spiritual 
blessings, and now they had a respon- 
sibility for Onesimus which they should 
also share. 

There was the matter of Onesimus’ 
debt. Paul said, “Charge that to me.” His 
promise, “I will repay it,’’ was the legal 
phraseology for a promissory note in 
that day. On the other hand, Philemon 
was to remember his share of the part- 
nership (v. 17). 

There is a beautiful illustration here 
of the Christian doctrine of imputation 
whereby God counts the righteousness of 
Christ, and His victory of the cross, over 
to the account of the one who believes 
in Him. It is Christ who is willing to pay 
the sinners’ debt and says to God the 
Father, “Receive him as Myself” (v. 17). 
The closing verses of our lesson indi- 
cate the high confidence which Paul had 
in Philemon that he would do the right 
thing. It always stimulates us to high and 
holy achievement when we know that 
someone for whom we have a high re- 
gard, believes in us, and believes that we 
both can and will do it.

God’s Design for a Better 
World 


Isaiah 42:5-9; Mark 1:14, 15; John 
3:16, 17; Revelation 21:1-5 
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MEMORY SELECTION: And I heard a 
great voice out of heaven saying, Behold, 
the tabernacle of God is with men, and 
he will dwell with them, and they shall 
be his people, and God himself shall be 
with them, and be their God.—Revelation 
21:3. 

One of the delightful and reassuring 
things we realize as we follow the victori- 
ous Christ is that around Him centers the 
outworking of God’s great plan for our 
world. 

As we look at the confusion and utter 
uncertainty of everything around us, we 
could almost believe that there is no 
order in the affairs of men, that chaos 
reigns, and waxes worse as the months 
and the years go by. 

Then it is good to remind ourselves and 
others that God has a plan, and that in 
due season He will see to it that this 
plan is carried to its glorious consumma- 
tion. In fact, that He is working right 
now, without any haste or confusion, in 
carrying forward His plan. 

As a background for our lesson, we 
shall do well to recall that in Genesis 1 
we learn that God created the world and 
all that is in it, and found it to be good. 
Then an awful thing happened (Gen. 3) 
to mar the creation. Sin came in, and 
through sin the endless woes of mankind 
found entrance into God’s good world. 
That explains our present distress and 
confusion. Is there any way out? Yes, 
for God has plans for 


I. Restoration (Isa. 42:5-9) 

It is not man nor his power or ingen- 
uity which shall bring about this restora- 
tion of nature to its original perfection 
and bring in an age of righteousness and 
peace. He has tried, and made a progres- 
sively worse and worse failure of it. What 
will do it? The coming again of Christ 
to establish His kingdom here on earth 
(see Isa. 42:1-4). 

When that time comes, the Creator will 
restore this earth to its glory and use- 
fulness. We who have suffered with 
Christ will then come to reign with 
Him in His kingdom. 

The second point in our lesson refers 
to the plan God has for man’s 


Il. Redemption (Mark 1:14, 15; 
John 3:16, 17) 

We have been talking about the king- 
dom of Christ, which is a definite period 
clearly set forth in Scripture. Now we 
turn to the broader concept of the 
kingdom of God, which includes the 
rule of God in all places at all times. 

It is especially pointed out in the les- 
son before us as having to do with re- 
pentance from sin and acceptance of the 
gospel, which means that becoming a 
Christian places a man or a woman 
among the loyal subjects of God’s king- 
dom. 

The door is open wide for everyone to 
enter upon this life-transforming experi- 
ence of redemption, by accepting the 
death of the Son of God on our behalf, 
the death of Him who gave Himself that 
we “might not perish.” God wants all 
men to be saved (John 3:17). Be sure to 
stress that fact, and read on in John 3

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to note that it is not God but man who 
has maintained the barrier of sin be- 
tween them. 

To be prepared for the great age of res- 
toration, we must have this personal 
redemption, and it is the mission, the 
privilege and the responsibility of the 
Church, yes, of every Christian, to be 
busy about the winning of men to Christ. 

Now we come to the great news that 
when all of the prophecy shall have be- 
come history, there is to be an ultimate 
dwelling place for the people of God. Old 
things are to pass away and there is to 
be a 


III, Renewal (Rev. 21:1-5) 

We use the word not in the sense of 
repairing or restoring, but of replacing. 
The new Jerusalem, the city of God, 
comes down from heaven—what a glori- 
ous picture! 

There we shall have perfect and un- 
disturbed fellowship with God, and with 
the people of God. All the wicked will 
have been judged and gone to their pun- 
ishment (Rev. 20:11-15). Satan will have 
been defeated and cast into the lake of 
fire, the eternal hell. 

Then comes the glorious consumma- 
tion, when God shall come to “dwell with 
them, and they shall be his people, and 
God himself shall be with them, and be 
their God.” 

That communion will never be dis- 
turbed by pain, or sorrow, or by the 
falling tear. Little wonder that these 
words have been the comfort of God’s 
people in their darkest hours. They are 
not the weak and futile words of human 
solace—they come from the eternal God. 

The Christian is the only one who has 
the answer to life’s. problems: he knows 
the origin of all things—‘“‘In the begin- 
ning God.” He has a real worthwhile rea- 
son for living: “to me to live is Christ.” 
And he has a satisfactory consummation 
of all things: “God himself shall be with 
them.” It is a great, blessed and satis- 
fying thing to be a Christian. 


October 11 
God’s Design for New Men 
Jeremiah 31:31-34; I Peter 1:13-16, 
22, 23 


MEMORY SELECTION: And I will put 
my spirit within you, and cause you to 
walk in my statutes, and ye shall keep 
my judgments, and do them.—Ezekiel 
36:27. 


God has plans for the world, but those 
plans must, by His arrangement, be car- 
ried forward by men; and so we now 
rightly consider what God has in mind 
for man. 

The emphasis of our Christian faith is 
in the right place; for while it does not 
neglect man’s surroundings, his physical 
and temporal needs, it holds firmly to 
the principle that a man must be changed 
within before he is ready to make or to 
profit by outward changes. 

This underlines the folly of the so- 
called “social gospel” programs, which 
try to “redeem a social order” (as if that 
were possible!) without the transforming 
experience of the new birth in a man’s 
soul. 
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We have two matters before us in this 
lesson. The first is 


I. A New Covenant (Jer. 31:31-34) 


Jeremiah, in tne midst of the despair- 
ing people of Judah, with only captivity 
and sorrow before them because of their 
sinful rebellion against God, gives to 
them a prophetic foregleam of the day 
when all Israel and Judah shall know 
God. With sins forgiven, their fellowship 
will be restored. 

That day is still in the future for Is- 
rael as a nation, but in the meantime 
God has permitted those who believe in 
Christ, whether Jew or Gentile, to enter 
into the new covenant which we know 
can only be, and actually is fulfilled, in 
the coming of Christ as our Redeemer. 

The old covenant (vv. 31 and 32) was 
national, conditional, and as we know, 
broken by Israel. The new covenant is 
personal (v. 33) and is written in man’s 
heart. It is universal (v. 34): “they shall 
all know me.” It is assured to Israel by 
the God who maintains the universe 
(read vv. 35-37). 

Then note this carefully: it is declared 
to be mediated on our behalf—yours and 
mine—by the blood of Christ, who is “an 
high priest of good things to come” (Heb. 
9:11). Read the entire passage in Heb- 
rews 9, which is a companion Scripture 
to Jeremiah 31. 

So great a salvation would necessarily 
bring about in the experience of those 
who receive it 


II. A New Life (1 Pet. 1:13-16, 22, 
23) 

The redeeming work of Christ is again 
in this portion of Scripture brought be- 
fore us in the verses omitted from the 
printed text, namely 17-21. Teachers will 
want to read them to the class, and point 
out that this new life is not something 
to be produced by education, or culture. 
or to be bought with this earth’s riches, 
but it is 

1. A redemption by blood (vv. 17-21) 

The reverential fear of God is upon us 
(v. 17) as we realize that it is by the 
precious blood of Christ (v. 19), the 
Lamb of God, that we are redeemed from 
the sin and vanity of this world (v. 18). 

We need to realize anew that money 
and other material things can buy only 
other material and corruptible things 
(v. 18). Proud men may “pay their way” 
into acceptance in this world, but with 
God there is no other way than through 
the blood of Christ. 

This newness of life expresses itself in 

2. A life of holiness (vv. 13-16) 

There is a call here to an act of obedi- 
ence and faith which leads out into the 
path of holy living. We who profess to 
follow Christ are to gird up thé loins 
of our mind (v. 13), that is, to think 
clearly and correctly about this matter of 
not being fashioned according to the 
pleasures of this world. We are not to 
be satisfied with less in personal holiness 
than the holiness of God (v. 16). 

This is not an experience to be looked 
upon as strange or unusual and other- 
worldly. It is for today, here and now, 
to make our walk for the Lord joyous 
and abundant. Believers who live on that 
level will have 

3. A life of love (vv. 22, 23)

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The love of God will, if permitted to do 
so, bring forth.in the believer’s life a real 
love for his brethren. 

Note that it will not be the pallid and 
cold thing which often passes for love be- 
tween the brethren. It is an “unfeigned” 
love (v. 22). Nothing worked up for a 
special occasion or “put on” for the sake 
of appearances. It is a warm, enthusiastic 
affection which sets the heart on fire 
(v. 22). We could use a good bit of that 
love for one another “from the heart 
fervently.” 

There is a good thought in verse 23 
which we must not miss. We learn there 
that the Word of God is a living “seed,” 
so that if it finds lodgment in the heart 
and mind of man, it will grow. In fact, 
it is the seed of the new birth. We should 
use it more faithfully, sowing it every- 
where, and looking for its glorious in- 
crease.

specialized training in agriculture and 
Bible study (as well as a missionary- 
minded wife). Along with these he 
brought a jeep and other farm equipment 
to help ease the work at the orphanage. 

Recently Omer Burris, also educated in 
agriculture and Bible, with his registered 
nurse wife, and Nurse Edna Carlson have 
arrived in Iran to bring the staff of work- 
ers to seven. In a way Mrs. Burris is re- 
turning to Faraman, too. She is a daugh- 
ter of the missionary Bussdickers in 
Kermanshah who introduced McAnlis to 
the orphanage work! She had received 
her nursing training in the United States 
and had married her agricultural-major 
husband before they both heard the call 
to the work in Iran for which they were 
peculiarly prepared. 

The two nurses have been greatly 
needed since Mrs. Stead’s retirement and 
find much to do among the fifty children 
now in the orphanage. Most of the chil- 
dren are brought in as new-born babes 
when the mother dies. The baby room is 
often crowded with from fourteen to 
seventeen babies. Older girls of the or- 
phanage care for the babies and younger 
children under supervision. In fact, prac- 
tically all of the work about the home is 
done by the children as part of their 
training. Some learn sewing and cooking, 
and all have regular clean-up duties each 
day. 


+ FarRaMan leaders’ vision is a good 
secular training for the children in order 
that they may go out to live among their 
own people, working with their hands 
and testifying for Christ. It is their great 
desire to see some of the older boys get 
more education and be able to take a 
place of respected leadership among their 
people. 

Mr. Heydenburk sadly recalls that one 
of the young men he taught while em- 
ployed by the secular school in Iran is 
today a government man; another is 
well up in the oil business. Such men, 
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he feels, could have had a real influence 
on affairs today had they been reached 
for Christ while receiving their training. 

But there are Christian young men in 
the making at Faraman who may one 
day wield great influence. Clem Heyden- 
burk thinks, for example, of Manuchair 
whom he discovered while inspecting the 
orphanage buildings on his first day 
there in 1931. 

Hearing a whimper from a bundle of 
rags behind the stove in the cold kitchen, 
he investigated, expecting to find a sick 
animal. Instead he uncovered an almost 
naked, emaciated child of perhaps two 
years, sick with dysentery, lying in filth 
and covered with sores. 

He heated water and bathed layer 
after layer of filth from the child. Then 
for days it was his personal responsi- 
bility to feed and care for the sick baby. 
He rode donkey-back into the city for 
medicines and doctor’s instructions, and 
treated the vile sores of infected cradle- 
cap covering the child’s head. 

Sometimes he wondered whether it 
would not be better to let such a child 
die. Would not the little one be safe in 
the arms of Jesus? Then little Manu- 
chair looked up into his face and smiled. 
Now Manuchair is proving that the care 
was worthwhile as he prepares to be- 
come an evangelist among his people. 


+ Because the children are being pre- 
pared to live among their own people as 
Christians, customs and habits of living 
in the orphanage are little different from 
a home in the villages, except for higher 
standards of cleanliness and _ better 
health habits. The children all sleep on 
homemade carpets, which we would call 
rag rugs. They sit around a large table- 
cloth on the floor for their meals (al- 
though such a tablecloth is unknown in 
a village home). Meals consist of stews 
and vegetables with the ever-present 
flapjacklike bread, which in Iran is the 
very staff of life, and which makes the 
raising of wheat of such importance. 
Sometimes there is butter and a kind 
of grape molasses, but the dark bread 
itself is considered delicious, even by the 
missionary children. 

Although many are from the lowest 
classes, the children often show remark-

Mohammed who was brought to the or- 
phanage when about eight years old, 
badly undernourished, as evidenced by 
his large swollen stomach and thin body. 
He furtively grabbed anything he saw 
to eat like a mistreated, hungry puppy, 
and ran to a corner to devour it with 
watchful, terrified eyes. It was the only 
way he knew to get food, and he stole 
insignificant articles because it had been 
his life to steal. 

Patient care, good food and the under- 
standing help of the other children 
eventually tamed Gul-Mohammed. But 
when he was put in school, his mind was 
so untrained and his body so used to the 
freedom of the-hill country that he could 
not be confined. After a year of life in 
the Christian home, however, Gul- 
Mohammed was ready to start school 
and at ten years of age is making good 
progress. In that time, Sunday school 
and the learning of Bible verses and 
choruses were good pre-school training. 

The Persian system of school teaching 
is based upon memorization. This makes 
Scripture memorizing easy for the chil- 
dren, and many psalms and whole chap- 
ters of the Bible have been learned by 
them in recent contests. God’s Word 
sown in their hearts is reaping salvation 
and spiritual growth in Persian boys and 
girls. The children are eager to learn and 
they love the stories from the Bible illus- 
trated on flannel -boards. 

Thus it is that while the eyes of the 
world are upon Iran today, the hand of 
God is upon a little village in Kerman- 
shah. And perhaps in the future of 
Iran there will be Christian men in other 
villages, in government and in business 
—because three men went back to Fara- 
man. THE END

haustible riches and fathomless depths. I 
began to know not merely its general his- 
torical facts, but its deep spiritual truths; 
not alone its broad outlines and entranc- 
ing panoramas, but its sweet, quiet nooks, 
and its shaded dells and trysting places, 
where one might speak face to face with 

God, as a man with his friend. 

What power this brought into my work! 
Many a time have I quoted in triumph 
the words of one of the best friends a 
young man ever had, Dr. J. Wilbur Chap- 
man: 

“There’s none like it! There is 
none like it when your head is ach- 
ing! There is none like it when your 
heart is breaking! There is none like 
it when the day is without its sun, 
and the night without its star! There 
is none like it when your children are 
motherless! There is none like it 
when you bury your baby! There is 
none like it when the springs of life 
are snapping! There is none like it 
when you reach the end of life’s jour- 
ney, pillow your head upon its prom- 
ises, and God stoops and kisses you to 
sleep!”

+ WuitteE I have ever had an unwavering 
admiration for the “old” things that sages 
of this and other generations have be- 
queathed to the world as priceless heir- 
looms, I have cherished an inborn passion 
to think, to some extent at least, along 
original lines.

FOXE’S CHRISTIAN MARTYRS OF THE 
WORLD. Moody Press, Chicago. 590 
pages, $3.95. 


Moody Press has recently republished a 
very significant book, Foxe’s Christian 
Martyrs of the World. The earlier stories 
of this large volume are taken from ancient 
writings, and the later chapters are from 
the celebrated work of John Foxe. The 
characteristic styles of the periods have 
been retained, and a brief outline of church 
history from apostolic times through the 
sixteenth century gives a desirable con- 
tinuity. The book records the deaths of 
hundreds of Christian martyrs in various 
countries. 

It is difficult for us who enjoy such great 
religious freedom in this country to sense, 
in any measure, the sufferings which some 
Christians have been called upon to bear. 
We are reminded, however, that Christ 
promised His followers tribulations, and 
Paul urged his fellow Christians to stand 
fast, for “through many tribulations we 
must enter the kingdom of God.” 

The Church has not aiways enjcyed the 
protection and popularity of today, but it 


has usually grown under persecution. We 


60 


are amazed at the strength and courage 
with which these early Christians faced 
death in some of its most horrible forms. 
We must also remind ourselves that we 
have no guarantee of. continued religious 
freedom, but that we may be called upon 
to suffer for the faith of our fathers. 
Hence we should gird ourselves and be 
strong. 

This beautifully bound and well illus- 
trated book is not enjoyable reading, but 
it should be read by every earnest, sober- 
minded Christian.

These thirty-six prophetic messages were 
selected from the addresses delivered by 
thirty-one speakers at the International 
Congress on Prophecy conducted at Cal- 
vary Baptist Church in New York City, 
November 9-16, 1952. under the auspices of 
the American Association for Jewish Evan- 
gelism. 

The prophetic truths contained in these 
tremendously valuable addresses cover al- 
most every phase of this very timely and 


important subject. The expositivns pre- 
sented were carefully and prayerfully pre- 
pared by various men of God, each of 
whom was assigned a special phase of 
prophecy on which he was regarded as 
being particularly qualified to speak.

IDEAS FOR A SUCCESSFUL PASTOR- 
ATE, by John Huss. Zondervan Pub- 
yd House, Grand Rapids. 144 pages, 


If ability to increase numbers is the 
criterion of success, the author of this book 
has been successful, and offers here the 
methods by which he has succeeded. 

There can be no doubt about the fer- 
tility of the author’s mind in the realm of 
ideas, nor about his energy to push them. 
Many a man of les fertile mind will be 
thankful for some of these ideas, but un- 
less he has something of the writer’s en- 
thusiasm, energy and perseverance they 
will wither in his hands. 

Many of the ideas in the book are but 
modifications of systems that have long 
been in use, even though they may have 
come to Dr. Huss independently. Some are 
novel, and will appeal or repel according 
to one’s disposition. 

e “Hour of Power,” described here and 
Pll on in an earlier volume, has just 
one drawback. As a midweek service it is 
excellent, but it is not a prayer meeting. 
Let us have such a midweek service, but 
let us still have the “faithful few” meeting 
to lay hold of God in mighty intercessions. 

Dr. Huss does well to advise pastors not 
to use all these ideas at once. or all the 
time. They need to be used with discrim- 
ination. We can frustrate our own purposes 
by too much high pressure. And another 
warning necds to be given—we must be 
careful not to exalt ideas and organizations 
to the place of the Holy Spirit. nor to make 
statistics the final standard of judgment. 
gocd and proper as are these things in their 
right places. J.C.M. 


OUR PROVING GOD, by Roger Hazelton. 
Harper and Bres., New York. 186 pages, 
$2.50. 


The title will likely be misleading to 
some, who think of proving God in terms 
of such a life of faith as that demonstrated 
by George Mueller or Hudson Taylor. The 
usage here is borrowed from the French 
phrase Prouvez-moi Dieu, which means, 
“Prove to me that there is a God.” 

The impatient reader may weary of the 
time it takes the author to reach his proofs. 
He spends much time showing that the 
existence of God calls for proof and is 
amenable to proof, and in discussing the 
basis of proof. He insists that proof is 
faith’s responsibility, in an attempt to show 
to unbelief the reasonableness of faith and 
so to create in the mind of the unbeliever 
a disposition to believe. 

The chief value of the book lies in its 
excellent presentation and exposition of 
the cosmological and ontological argu- 
ments, which have been too much dis- 
counted of late. While admitting that by 
these arguments God’s existence cannot be 
proved to a demonstration (which would 
at one stroke make unbelief impossible and 
leave no place for faith), the author insists 
that they sufficiently show the reasonable- 
ness of belief in God to put the burden of 
proof finally on those who do not believe. 

In no sense is this book an apologetic 
for Christianity. It deals with one theme 
only—the existence of God, and within this 
limited sphere the author has done a fine 
piece of work. It is scholarly, but not be- 
yond any thoughtful reader. J.C.M. 


FAITH AND FACT, by Alfred P. Haake. 
The Stackpole Co., Harrisburg, Pa. 223 
pages, cloth, $3.50; paper, $2.25. 


This book deals with the relationship be- 
tween economics and Christianity, and is 
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worth not a mere reading, but careful 
study, for it is an excellent analysis of 
one of the basic problems of our day. The 
author is described as “clergyman, univer- 
sity professor, businessman, author, lec- 
turer and mayor of his home town.” He 
divides his book into four parts: “Religion,” 
“Economics,” “Fallacy in Faith and Fact,” 
and “Triumph of Faith in Fact.” 

The bulk of the book is devoted to eco- 
nomics, under which head he discusses four 
basic elements: production, exchange, dis- 
tribution, and control. He shows a keen 
grasp of the principles of economics. With 
Adam Smith he sees four factors in pro- 
duction: nature, labor, capital, and the 
entrepreneur or risk-taker. 

Dr. Haake shows the connection between 
Marxist Socialism, Russian Communism, 
Italian Fascism, German Nazism, English 
socialist-labor control or Fabianism, “and 
the American welfare state or paternalism, 
all of which he designates as collectivisms. 
To all of these he opposes the genuine in- 
dividualisms known as anarchism, laissez- 
faire. pure democracy, and the constitu- 
tional republic. Of these, he prefers the 
last, which has been our basic system in 
the United States. But, says he, “we suffer 
from creeping Socialism, the bit by _bit 
substitution of the state for the individual 
in responsibility for individuals.” 

He maintains there can be no compromise 
between Communism and capitalism. In 
essence, he says, this would mean a com- 
promise between paganism and Christian- 
ity, between Karl Marx and Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God. “To seek a middle way 
between the two is like unto breaking 
bread with the devil in the shadow of the 
cross.” J.A. 


THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE 
CHURCHES OF GALATIA, by Her- 
man N.. Ridderbos. Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Pudlishing Co., Grand Rapids. 238 
pages, $3.50. 


This is one of a seventeen-volume library 
which, when completed, will constitute the 
New International Commentary on the New 
Testament, undertaken under the general 
direction of Dr. Ned Stonehouse, of West- 
minster Theological Seminary of Philadel- 
phia. 

As is to be generally true of all the vol- 
umes, this study of the Galatian letter is 
offered to provide an exposition which is 
up-to-date in modern scholarship, yet 
wholly loyal to the infallible Scriptures, 
thus filling the pressing need of both pas- 
tor and scholar. 

The author reflects a splendid grasp of 
textual problems, and brings fresh and 
apt solutions, vital and dynamic for our 
——— day. Paul’s explosive letter may 

considered as one which shocked the 
Galatian Christians, as he revealed his 
exacting, apostolic authority; but he for- 
ever settled a most important schism which 
needs to be better understood in Christian 
circles today. This is indeed a significant 
achievement that will be greatly appre- 
ciated by Bible scholars and all those in- 
terested in gaining a true knowledge of 
proper, conservative answers to the many 
heretical problems with which Paul is used 
of God to deal in this great epistle. L.E.M. 


THE IMAGE OF GOD IN MAN, by David 
S. Cairns. Philosophical Library, New

Baker Book 
House, Grand Rapids: 218 pages, $2.00. This 
is largely a collection of significant texts 
bearing on problems a Christian worker 
frequently faces in personal visitation. 
Deubtless many Christian workers will find 
much profit from a study of this handbook. 


WHEN YOU MARRY, by Evelyn M. 
Duvall and Reuben Hill. Association Press, 
New York. 466 pages, $3.75. The second edi- 
tion of this work includes a new chapter 
and a revision of much that was in the first 
edition. There is much sound common 
sense and helpful counsel, as well as some 
material not so dependable. Morality is 
viewed largely as a matter of custom rather 
than of right and wrong in the absolute 
sense. There is much of worldly wisdom, 
but little of heavenly wisdom. 


THE WHY WORRY PSALM, by George 
S. Schuler. Door of Hope Mission, 2900 
Alamo Drive, Orlando, Fla. 48 pages (pa- 
per), economy edition, 35c; standard edi- 
tion, 50c. Written by a musician and com- 
poser, this booklet consists of a devotional 
treatment of the Twenty-third Psalm, 
clause by clause. It is challenging, com- 
forting, reassuring, a good booklet to dis- 
tribute to those in need of the Shepherd’s 
ministry—and that includes us all. 


TWELVE STEPS AND TWELVE TRADI- 
TIONS, by one of the founders of Alco- 
holics Anonymous. Harper and Bros., New 
York. 192 pages, $2.75. Describes twelve 
steps which have been greatly used in aid- 
ing many “from despair to human dignity.” 
Emphasizes utter dependence on God and 
His wondrous power. 


A REPORTER IN SEARCH OF GOD, 
by Howard Whitman. Doubleday & Co., 
Garden City, N. Y. 320 pages, $3.50. The 
title while intriguing is somewhat mislead- 
ing. The book is really a compilation of 
interviews the author had with a variety of 
people in all walks of life in regard to their 
ideas about God. While the book is clever- 
ly and interestingly written, it presents 
many conceptions .of God which are 
in sharp contrast with the inspired state- 
ments of the Bible. In this sense the book 
is the revelation of a tragedy. 


THESE THINGS REMAIN, by Carlyle 
Marney. Abingdon-Cokesbury Press, Nash- 
ville. 174 pages, $2.00. These sermons at- 
tempt to graphically depict the evils of 
modern society and «the futility of life 
when God is left out; but the solution of- 
fered is psychiatric rather than scriptural. 


SHORT DICTIONARY OF MYTHOLO- 
GY, by Percival George Woodcock. Philo- 
sophical Library, New York. 155 pages, 
$3.75. The title is somewhat misleading as 
the volume also contains references to char- 
acters of classical history and even of the 
early Church. It is left to the reader to 
distinguish the purely mythical from the 
historical. Helpful in regard to the field 
with which it deals, though some definitions 
are too brief to be adequate.

To Launch Film Work 


in Formosa 


HEN Vice-President Robert L. 

Constable was in Formosa in 1951, 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
opened the door to the evangelization of 
the Chinese armies there by means of the 
Institute’s films. In compliance with the 
request that Mandarin versions of the 
films be made available, the Moody In- 
stitute of Science has been working very 
hard to meet this great opportunity, and 
the job is now nearing completion. 

The Executive Committee of the In- 
stitute has asked Mr. Constable to take 
the films for presentation and the in- 
auguration of the program. He will be 
leaving on this assignment during the 
latter part of September. At the same 
time there will be opportunity to con- 
sult with various foreign film committees 
and with many missionaries using the 
pictures. 

Returning westward, he will meet with 
the leaders of the film programs in 
France, Norway and Sweden, and will 
work with the committee in England re- 
sponsible for film distribution in all the 
British Commonwealth countries. The 
integration of the Institute’s future proj- 
ects in television, Bible story and educa- 
tional films and filmstrips in these for- 
eign programs will be studied and 
discussed. 

In almost all of these places contacts 
will also be made on behalf of the Col- 
portage Department, reviewing what is 
being accomplished and investigating fu- 
ture needs. How wonderful it is to see 
the way God is using these ministries 
of MBI, far beyond the greatest thoughts 
ot its founder in the blessing of men and 
the spreading of the gospel. Pray for Mr. 
Constable on this important errand as 
we labor together with God in the field 
that is the world.

YOUR ROOMMATE 


|" you're college-bound this fall, a spe- 
cial new experience is waiting for you. 
By leafing through the catalog you have 
an idea of life on campus. You have a 
mental picture of those “hallowed halls.” 
But this “special something” is a “ques- 
tion mark” in your future .. . it’s your 
new roommate. 

He’s a stranger to you now. But if 
your friendship is a success, this un- 
known individual can enrich your college 
days. Here are a few suggestions that 
will point out possible pitfalls and speed 
you on your way to a successful year with 
this new friend. 

Respect your roommate's individuality. 
Sounds silly, doesn’t it? But on campus, 
where a _ cross-section ‘of our nation 
gathers, you'll find vast differences in 
dress, speech, likes and dislikes. 

My first roommate, Charlotte, came 
from Chester, Pa. The difference I no- 
ticed immediately was her accent. 

“Accent!” she exploded when I men- 
tioned it jokingly. “You're the one who 
talks funny!” 

“I suppose all radio announcers pro- 
nounce water, “wooter,” and floor, “fluer,” 
I demanded. 

“Sheur,” she replied. 

Soon afterward I learned that I too had 
an accent. Me, a midwesterner! My a’s 
had a slight twang, and I called the roof 
of my house a “ruf.” 

Perhaps your roommate will sport 
white bucks that to you seem strictly 
“for the birds.” But your yellow cords 
may look equally ridiculous to him. 

Don’t let the “little things” upset you. 
Gradually you'll establish small, but im- 
portant, compromises—room  tempera- 
ture, the height to raise the window at 
night, arrangement of furniture, who will 
turn off the alarm, etc. 

Be patient with his idiosyncrasies. Your 
room may be strewn with literary mas- 
terpieces, or scissors, pins, and dress pat- 
terns. Perhaps it will look like an art 
gallery. a newspaper Office, a locker room. 
Individuals are interesting, so sharpen up 
that sense of humor and be prepared for 
anything. 

Respect your roommate’s property. 
Somehow. that trunkful of new clothes, 
the stationery, perfume, the tennis racket 
will look terribly inviting. 

“We always’ borrowed each other’s 
clothes in high school,” Char confided 
proudly to me. “Vivien called once a week 
to wear my blue cardigan. Candy’s favor- 
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ite was the yellow angora, and . . . come 
to think of it,” she rummaged through 
her drawer, “I haven’t seen that yellow 
angora lately.” 

“Do you still trade clothes?” I asked 
warily. 

“Nao,” she replied in her dialect. 

“What a relief,” I sighed—especially 
since she was two sizes larger than I. 

Your experience may be the same. It 
is difficult to draw a line between unself- 
ishness and convictions about personal 
grooming. But you'll soon establish an 
unwritten code of what is and what is 
not for public consumption. And you'll 
be glad to lend a tie, cuff links—a scarf, 
or earrings now and then. 

Typewriters, radios, irons, sewing ma- 
chines and cars are extremely precious 
property, so ask before using. You can 
sense your roommate’s response. And 
above all, handle with care. One frantic 
movement in that last-minute press job 
might tumble her iron to the floor. Or 
neglect to switch off the radio when 
leaving the room may wear out his port- 
able you like to play so well.

I usually went home on week-ends, and 
on return Char would exclaim brightly, 
“I cleaned the room Saturday!” 

“Did you?” I’d answer politely. Then 
under my breath mutter, “Look at that 
messy desk, the dusty chair rungs, the 
cluttered stack of magazines.” In my esti- 
mation a clean room _ included little 
things, but Char didn’t care if a few 
corners slipped by untouched. No won- 
der she could clean faster and oftener, 
while I sat back silently commending 
the thorough job I could do, but did so 
seldom. 

We found a schedule was the solution, 
for college days are so full that to find 
time you must make time. Decide how 
often you must clean, and what needs 
attention to make the room look pre- 
sentable. Find an hour when you can 
pitch in together, or arrange to carry the 
responsibility on alternating days. 

Your cleaning job will be easier if 
the room is kept neat. We raise a crit- 
ical eyebrow at cluttered homes and

sloppily dressed persons. In short, we 
respect order. Similarly, yesterday’s ap- 
parel strewn across the chair, shoes 
sprawling in a heap beneath the bed, 
and books slung carelessly on the shelves 
reveal to others a defect in personality. 
Grandma’s time-worn advice to have a 
place for everything and keep it there 
pays off even in a modern collegian’s life. 

Overcome clashes in schedule. On our 
bulletin boards Char and I posted sched- 
ules—classes in green, clubs in red, dates 
in yellow, etc. You'll have a schedule too, 
whether it’s written or not. And you'll 
find that your pattern of activities will 
differ from everyone else’s. 

When your Spanish test is over and 
you feel like throwing the books aside 
and crawling into bed, radio full blast, 
your roommate’s likely to have a Lit exam 
the next day. If he’s extra tired and 
wants to doze off early, you may have 
to retreat down the hall or to the li- 
brary to prepare for tomorrow’s class. 

Char had an early morning job in the 
dining hall. Naturally waking at 6 a.m. 
didn’t appeal to me in the least, but soon 
I became accustomed to her early rising 
and scarcely heard the alarm when it 
rang the second time for me. 

Treat your roommate’s friends polite- 
ly—just as you treat Mother’s favorite 
aunt or Butch’s fiendish companions. Re- 
member that since people’s interests dif- 
fer, their friends differ too. 

When your roommate’s music major 
friends lounge across your bed discussing 
their choir tour, you'll have to stop typ- 
ing and pretend you’re interested. Funny 
thing, you’ll probably become engrossed 
in the subject—even with that term paper 
due the next day. 

Be a pal to your roommate through ups 
and downs. His problem may be a broken 
date, that diminished bank account, the 
“D” in psychology, or a letter from home. 
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it will pay off! 


If your friend has the blues, be there to 
give sympathetic encouragement. And 
when your companion’s happy, you'd 
better act delighted—even if the elation 
is about a date you wish you had with 
that “certain someone.” 

Maintain your devotional life. This is 
most important of all. If your roommate 
is not a Christian, he may not under- 
stand your enthusiasm for the Bible and 
things of the Lord. But that’s the more 
reason to stay close to Him every day. 

Continue reading the Word each morn- 
ing, and you'll be able to live such an 
attractive and exemplary life that he or 
she will have no reason to poke fun at 
you. Soon you may have opportunity to 
answer questions about your faith—or to 
invite this friend to a church or Chris- 
tian club. Don’t be afraid or discouraged. 
Rooming with one who does not know the 
Saviour can be a real stimulus. 

If you are privileged to share your room 
with a Christian, you can help each other 
along in many ways. Discuss the encour- 
agement and blessing you find in God’s 
Word. Facilitate your “quiet times” by 
saving small talk while the other is read- 
ing. Fix an hour each day when the 
room is entirely your own—for reading 
and prayer. Pray together at specific 
times and for specific things, perhaps 
the kids next door. Be frank, but gentle 
and constructive if asked for criticism, 
and practice that “labor of love” which 
the Lord Jesus desires among His own. 

Enjoy yourself. For while you're living 
with this roommate you'll be building at- 
titudes that will help you live with peo- 
ple all your life—including that mate of 
the future. 

Before long you'll be facing the test of 
being a good roommate. May you pass 
with flying colors, going on to enjoy days 
filled with happy memories and friend- 
ship for years to come. THE END

w, what’s the use! Why go to school? 
fi Why not just get out and have a good 
time? What does anything matter?” Such 
remarks indicate the attitude of many 
young people today. Perhaps you have 
felt that way yourself. But I hope you 
haven’t gone so far as to say it out loud— 
though I can’t say that I would blame 
you much in the face of conditions. 

But let’s take a longer look, the far 
look. Some day the present situation will 
be over. Then there wili be a lot of re- 
adjustments to be made, and a big task 
of reconstruction. You will want to be 
ready to help in that job! All right, stick 
to your preparation! Get ready! 

Thirty-five years ago we thought we 
were fighting a war to end all wars. In 
less than a quarter of a century more 
countries were involved in war than ever 
before. That was World War II, the war 
to protect the four freedoms. Nations 
seemed bent on suicide. Our vaunted 
civilization threatened to destroy itself. 

Did I use the past tense? World War 
II was stopped by the atom bomb, but 
in the years since, nations have been 
seething in unrest. World War III is 
more than just a possibility. Communism 
is threatening the world. A great stock- 
pile of atom bombs, and of more power- 
ful hydrogen bombs, is waiting in the 
back yard of more than one nation. The 
recent truce in Korea is cause for re- 
joicing, but it does not—at least at this 
writing—assure permanent peace even in 
that one area. And there are many other 
potential powder kegs around the world. 

What is the future for you? Service 
in the armed forces? Training camp and 
drill? The battle front? Was there ever a 
time when the words of Isaiah were more 
applicable? “Even the youths shall faint 
and be weary, and the young men shall 
utterly fall.” 

But is there no hope? Shame on us 
Christians if we yield to the general feel- 
ing of consternation! Where is our faith? 
Browning was wrong, but even though 
all’s not right with the world, God, is 
still in His heaven. 


+ FaitH! It is defined in Hebrews as 
“the substance of things hoped for, the 
evidence of things not seen.” Someway, 
that never meant much to me until I 
got the meaning of some of the words 
more clearly in mind. Here is what I 
found: 

Faith is the “giving a body to” things 
hoped for, the conviction that things not 
seen are real. In other words, “believing 
is seeing.” 

The meaning is made clear when we 
look at the illustration given in Hebrews 
11:3: “Through faith we understand that

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No Wasted Training 


on the Mission Field

Dear Bob: 

Back again after weeks of promising 
myself I’d get another letter off to you! 

So some of your friends think your 
training would be wasted on the mission 
field. Perhaps they are thinking more 
of certain specific courses you are taking 
or expect to take whose usefulness would 
not be immediately apparent on the field, 
but would perhaps seem more in line 
with the demands of the Lord’s work at 
home. 

+ I wish they had been more specific, 
as I can’t think of any subjects (subjects 
I’d expect a Christian student to take) 
that the Lord couldn’t use on the mission 
field. Some, of course, are more directly 
beneficial, such as art, photography, lin- 
guistics, carpentry, mechanics, music, 
education, stenography, typing, cooking, 
sewing, agriculture, medicine, nursing, 
first-aid, engineering, psychology, theolo- 
gy, anthropology, accounting and crea- 
tive writing. I can think of definite bene- 
fits to mission field work from a study of 
all of these. And I’m sure the list isn’t 
complete. 

Of course, no one person needs them 
all, but neither does one at home find an 
immediate, direct use for all his train- 
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ing—much is obviously “wasted.” On the 
mission field there is a great lack of spe- 
cialized services, such as those provided 
by doctors, dentists, shoe repair men, 
mechanics, carpenters, bakers, dairymen 
and many others—all of which we take 
for granted at home. These are often not 
available to the missionary, so, if any- 
thing, the missionary needs a broader 
training than one would normally need 
for Christian service at home. 

We can also look at this matter of im- 
portant and unimportant courses from 
another angle, Bob. Training is not so 
many courses, so much ability; it is the 
preparation and development of you (a 
person, an individual) for work, and any- 
thing that develops and disciplines you 
to be a better worker is not “wasted,” 
even though it doesn’t directly have a 
use in your work. 

I am perfectly sure in my own mind, 
Bob, that if you commit the course of 
training to the Lord and follow His will, 
that when He puts you in His place of 
service for you, He will not have led you 
astray nor wasted precious years of your 
training.

J Es, summer is over. It’s been good, hasn’t it? Summer 
camp, the gang at the drug store, mowing the lawn, de- 
vouring oceans of cold drinks in trying to beat the heat— 
but now it’s all history. 

Back to books, study hall, malts after school, football games 
in the crisp cool fall air, algebra equations, austere English 
teachers, exams, and report cards...which reminds me... 

Did you ever happen to think that Christian fellows and 
girls get two report cards? One comes from the registrar who 
records your grades in the office, but a far more important 
report card is being kept in heaven (II Cor. 5:10; Rom. 14:12). 
Do you strive for A’s down here? Do you strive for A’s up 
there? Which is the more important? Which is better, all 
A’s on your school report and a “D” or failure on God’s report, 
or vice versa? 

When Joseph was sent out by his father Jacob to see how 
his brothers were “living the life,” we are told in Genesis 37:2 
that he had to bring back their evil report. They were not 
living a life that pleased God. Their names were never entered 
in God’s Who’s Who of Faithful Men and Women? 

You’ve never heard of that book? You’ve heard of Who’s 
Who in America, haven’t you, and a companion book, Who’s 
Who in American Colleges and Universities? Well, God’s Who’s 
Who of faithful men and women is found in the Bible, 
Hebrews 11. Look it over. Notice that Joseph’s brothers didn’t 
get into that wonderful book. But Joseph did (Heb. 11:22). 
In Hebrews 11:2 we learn that all the people in this book got 
in because of their faithfulness, and because of that they all 
had good “report cards.’’ Wouldn’t you like to have your name 
recorded in heaven in God’s Who’s Who? 


SIGN UP FOR DEVOTIONAL LIFE COURSE— 
Second Sunday 


By the way, what courses are you taking this year? Math, 
trig, a language, science? Don’t forget to sign up for God’s 
course. So many students fail to realize the importance of 
this course. Maybe it’s because they don’t get any credits or 
grades for it down here. My, how we work for the temporal 
things we can see! Then, too, Satan is especially opposed to 
any Christian taking this course because he knows how much 
it will build a Christian up in the faith and cause him to 
grow. 

The name of this course is Devotional Life. Jesus often pre- 
pared His lessons in this course before daybreak. I once heard 
Andrew Gih, great Chinese missionary, say he spent four hours 
every morning on this subject, commencing at 4:00 a.m. His 
life really bore testimony to his preparation. 

Jesus teaches this class through the Holy Spirit. The class- 
room is a private “closet.” The textbook is the Bible. Lesson 
helps are very essential to a beginner in this course, but much 
profit can be gained by slow, meditative reading of the text. 
Coy Turner, a great man of God in the Kentucky mountains, 
evangelist and pastor, says he reads each verse of the text 
four or five times and meditates on what it says. 

If you are interested in some good lesson helps, write Bob or 
Charlie, in care of Moopy MONTHLY, and we will be glad to 
send you a sample. The Teacher of this course expects im- 
plicit obedience to instructions, that is, if you want to get the 
full benefit from the course. He talks to us as we read the 
Book, and then we kneel and tell Him all of our difficulties and 
needs.

This course is the simplest one you can take and yet the 
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most difficult, because of the way Satan tries to interfere every 
day as you come to class.

You will learn more in this 
course than any other, and it will bring you more profit ‘(see 
Josh. 1:8). Notice the word “then” breaks the verse into two 
parts. The words before then give the condition we must fill; 
the words after then the result of fulfilling that condition. 


LET'S GET A HIGHER EDUCATION—Third Sunday 


Some of you are going on to get a higher education in a 
Bible institute, college, university, seminary or trade school. 
Are you seeking to go high enough? Oh, I don’t mean in books 
or degrees or intellectualism. I’m thinking in terms of alti- 
tudes. 

Let’s look at it this way: You hive possibly seventy years 
to live here on the earth in the lower altitudes. “Threescore 
years and ten” the Bible says. Life here on the earth can be 
lived on either the lower or higher plane. Life on the lower 
plane is pleasing for a while because of the lusciousness of 
sin, whether it be the lust of the eyes or the lust of the flesh 
or the pride of life (I John 2:15, 16). But the air gets bad at 
times, fairly reeking with the language of unconsecrated lips 
which speak so unkindly of our Father. We find ourselves in 
a rut and desire the freshness of the higher planes. These are 
reached by claiming victory in Christ Jesus over all sins. 

But we must seek to be educated for higher altitudes than 
this earthly home. It’s good to start our education for the 
higher areas now, inasmuch as we will be living there so much 
longer than here—seventy times seventy thousand million 
billion trillion and more years in Paradise. 

One boy was asked by a buddy why his grandmother studies 
her Bible so much. The boy replied, “I think she’s getting ready 
for her final exams.” Are you preparing for this life or for 
eternal life? Are you concerned about position, income or 
honor in this life to the neglect of preparation for heavenly 
joys? What we will enjoy up there depends upon what we 








are doing now down here. Are you living for yourself or for 
your Lord? Let‘s balance the scale. How much is going on 
the side of this life? How much on the eternal side, God’s 
side? “Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon earth, where 
moth and rust doth corrupt, and where thieves break through 


and steal: but lay up for yourselves treasures in heaven” 
(Matt. 6:19, 20). 

Higher education goes much higher than doctorates and 
Ph.D’s. It has to do with mansions (John 14:2) and rewards 
(I Cor. 3) and a “Well done, good and faithful servant.” Are 
your talents being trained for the Lord, young doctor, nurse, 
teacher, pianist, vocalist, farmer, businessman? 

Set your sights for heaven, young people. Start right and 
you'll finish right. Gil Dodds, the famous Christian runner, 
would tell you that the start is the biggest factor in running. 
Paul likens our Christian life to a race. Study Philippians 
3:10-17. 


WHAT IS EDUCATION?—Fourth Sunday 


You’re going to school to get an education. What is edu- 
cation? It is preparation for life. Dr. Coggman of the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota says, “We don’t bring young men and 
women to the University of Minnesota merely to give them 
much book knowledge, but to teach them how to live.” Our 
education should include training in health, boy-girl relation- 
ships, social standards, our relations to society, ability to 
stand before a group and speak, and so many other things. 

It has been said that a personality is a “bundle of habits.” 
We say that So-and-So has personality. What makes up his 
personality? Habits of honesty, kindness, speech, attitudes, 
cleanliness in body and mind, etc. 

We are interested in developing a Christian personality. 
What makes up a Christian personality? Habits of Bible read- 
ing, prayer, service, Christian love, Christlikeness, obedience. 

Now if you feel your. personality lacks something of what 
Christ would have you to be, analyze your habits. Have you 
developed the prayer habit?

all their needs, but who had never known 
the Christian message. Nor could I equiv- 
ocate and suggest alternate possible 
meanings for a verse. I had to decide one 
way or the other, go into black and white 
in print with my decision, and that would 
become the basis for belief and practice 
of a whole race of people perhaps for 
generations to come. If I were wrong, 
they would be too. 

Bob, I’ve never felt I wasted any of 
my training at this job. Many times I’ve 
wished I knew more. The job must be 
done for hundreds of languages and 
tribes yet. If God is directing you this 
way, don’t hesitate through fear of wast- 
ing any of your training. 


+ WELL, Bob, I’ve said my piece. Please 
don’t think I’m trying to tell you what 
the Lord’s will for your life is. That’s the 
Lord’s business. It’s your business to 
check with Him and find His place and 
plan. These friends may be right, that 
the Lord’s place for you is at home. But 
if the reason for staying is that you’ll 
waste some of your training out here— 
well, I’m sorry, but I’ll have to say that 
such a reason is simply not true. Again, 
I want to repeat that I don’t think it was 
a wrong motive that has led your asso- 
ciates to say what they have; it was 
simply an _ all-too-frequent underesti- 
mate of what the mission field demands. 
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As to the lack of enthusiasm on the 
part of your dad—Bob, once you are on 
the field, I’ll miss my guess if your dad 
won’t be proud to have you there. The 
Lord has changed many a parent’s at- 
titude when a fellow dared to believe and 
follow the Lord with all-out devotion.

the worlds were framed by the word of 
God.” Only in the Bible do we find such 
an explanation of the origin of the uni- 
verse. Over and over we read, “God said 
...and it was so.” The psalmist says, 
“By the word of the Lord were the 
heavens made...he spake, and it was 
done.” We cannot reason this out, nor 
can we comprehend it, but “through 
faith we understand.” In other words, 
faith is simply taking God at His word, 
and acting on it. 

This makes the statement that “the 
just shall live by faith” understandable. 
Paul knew this in his own personal expe- 
rience, so he could say, “The life which I 
now live in the flesh I live by the faith 
of the Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave himself for me.” 

What a wealth of helpful assurance we 
find in the Bible: “My grace is sufficient 
for thee,” “I can do all things through 
Christ which strengtheneth me,” “We are 


more than conquerors through him that 
loved us.” We take Him at His word and 
find our living made easier. 


+ YoutTH today is looking for “something 
to hold on to.” The world has nothing 
solid to offer. Only the Christian can 
look past the present. Only the one whose 
mind is stayed on God can have the 
peace which passeth understanding in the 
face of today’s world situation. 

Listen to this promise of our heavenly 
Father: “They that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; and they 
shall walk, and not faint.”
